W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—In conversation 
with Senator Stewart to-night, a California 
Associated Press agent learned that there is 
much dissatisfaction among the Senators 
over the appointmens of Senator Sherman 
as Chairman of the Conference Committee 
on the silver bill. Hardly another choice 
could have been made that would have 
been so distasteful to the Western and 
Southern Senators, as Sherman is regarded 
as a gold contractionist of the most pro­ 
nounced type. 
Senator Stewart is evi­ 
dently fearful that Sherman, as Chairman 
of the committee, may iuflnence the mem­ 
bers, and surreptitiously secure an advan­ 
tage in some way. Sherman’s fine Italian 
hand did some very nice work of this kind 
in securing the demonetization of silver in 
1873, and the Nevada Senator has good 
reason to be suspicious of the New York 
gold bugs. 
The Western Senators have given notice 
that if the right kind of a bill is not re­ 
ported by the Conference Committee, they 
will again endeavor to pass a free coinage 
bill by tacking it on the tariff bill. 
"Do you Bee th e point? ’ asked Senator 
Stewart", a s h is e y e s twinkled. 
"Yes, I see the point,” replied the Cali­ 
fornia 
Associated Press correspondent. 
“You mean to pass a good silver bill, or 
else the tariff bill must be sacrificed. But, 
if I understand the sentiment of the West­ 
ern people, they would hardly agree to the 
programme.” 
"Oh, yes, they would, rather than have 
the gold bugs victorious. The taritt bill is 
important, but the silver question is of far 
greater importance to the Western coun­ 
try.” 
"But the siiver bill would not be ger­ 
mane to the bill before the Senate. That is 
to say, it would be foreign to the provisions 
of the tariff bill, and a point of order 
might be made against such a proposition, 
might it not?” 
"No, sir.” said Senator Stewart, “such a 
point of order would not be sustained. It 
would only apply to the general appropria­ 
tion billa. In bills of this latter character 
matter not germane cannot“be appended.” 
Senator Stewart spoke as though this 
plan was already agreed upon by the silver 
men, or at any rate they had agreed to pro­ 
mulgate the pi ogramme, perhaps in order 
to influence conference committees. 
It seems hardly probable that many Sen­ 
ators would he willing to sacrifice the tariff 
bill because they failed to secure the right 
kind of silver legislation, but Senator Stew­ 
art was very emphatic in hi3 declarations 
to-night, and it 
may be 
he 
speaks 
by authority, 
and after 
an agreement 
ainong the extreme silver Senators. 
However, it is hardly probable that they 
will be compelled to resort tosuch a course. 
It is believed that the Conference Commit­ 
tee 
will report a bill for the coin­ 
age of four and a half million ounces 
per month, the elimination of the bullion 
redemption feature, and make cert'ficatesa 
legal tender, and such a bill would without 
doubt pass both Houses and receive the 
signature of the President. This is the 
general impression here.

N e w Y o r k . July 4th.—Tammany Hall 
had a big celebration to-day, and k large 
audience attended the exercises. The first 
speaker of the day was 
Congressman 
Bynum of Indiana, whose chiet glory is 
that he leceived a censure by the Republi­ 
can Speaker of the Hou3e of Representa­ 
tives. 
The founders of the nation, said Mr. 
Bynum, did not believe a majority, how­ 
ever large, had a right to deprive the 
minority, however small, of its natural 
rights. 
It had a right to govern, bat only 
with due regard to the rights of the minor­ 
ity. 
Never in the life of the Dation has 
such a deadly thrust at its liberty been 
made as in the passage of the Fedreai elec­ 
tion bill. This law was not intended for 
the Sonth alone. It was intended for New 
York and Indiana. Not satisfied with the 
unseating of honestly-elected members of 
the House, the Republicans devised this 
scheme to enable them to count out the 
Democrats before they could take their 
seats. With voice, with pen, with sword, 
the people should rise tn their might and 
prevent the enactment of such a law. 
Congressman Crisp of Georgia said the 
Republicans sought by exciting prejudice 
against the South, by assailing it with 
slanders, to secure the passage of the bill, 
but haviDg made it a law they would soon 
turn it agaiust New York, being ready to 
do anything to retain power. 
Letters of regret were received from ex­ 
President Cleveland. Governor Hill and a 
number of other Democratic Governors, 
Senators and Congressmen. The letters 
from Messrs. Cleveland and Hill were fol- 
fowed by loud applause and three cheers 
for each. Then came a number of short 
talks by prominent gentlemen. 
Governor Begga of Delaware, referring to 
the election bill, said he believed in letting 
the colored man have his rights, but not 
the white man’s rights, too. This is a white 
man's Government, and he believed in sup­ 
porting his own race. 
Congressman Springer said the election 
bill was an assault upon the liberties of the 
people, and the day was not far distant 
when the people may be called upon to 
make a new declaration of independence. 
Congressman McMillan of Tennessee, 
Allen of Mississippi. Kerr of Pennsylvania, 
Yoder of Ohio and Manser of Missouri also 
spoke. 
A resolution was unanimously adopted 
declaring that mass-meetings should be 
called throughout the country to denounce 
the Federal election bill, a protest against 
its passage by the Senate. 
Ex-President Cleveland, in his letter, 
said: “The opportunities and temperatures 
of presented partisanship have brought us 
to a time*wben party control is far too 
arrogant when in public places. The tiue 
interests of the people are too lightly con­ 
sidered in this predicament. Those who 
love their country may well remember 
with comfort and satisfaction on Inde­ 
pendence Day that the disposition of the 
American people to revolt against mal­ 
administration 
still 
remains to them, 
and 
is 
a 
badge 
of 
their 
freedom 
and independence, as well B9 their security 
for continued prosperity and happiness. 
They will not revolt against their plan of 
government, for its protection and preser­ 
vation supply every inspiration of true 
Americanism. But because they are free 
and independent American citizens, they 
will, as long as their love and veneration 
for their government shall last, revolt 
against the domination of any political 
party which is intrusted with power and 
sordidly seeks ooly its continuance, and 
which,"faithlessly violating its plain and 
simple duty to the people, insults them 
with professions of disinterested solicita­ 
tion, while it eats out their substance. 
"And yet with all this we should not, in 
blind security, deny the existence of the 
daDger. The masses of our countrymen 
are brave, aud therefore generons; they are 
strong, and therefore confident, and they 
are bones:, and therefore unsupecting. Our 
peril lies in the ease with which they may 
be deluded and cajoled by those who would 
traffic with their interests. No occasion is 
more opportune than the celebration on 
the one hundred and fourteenth anniver­ 
sary of American independence to warn 
the American people of the present neces­ 
sity on their part of vigilant watchfulness 
of tbeir rights and zealous exaction ot an 
honest and unselfish performance of public 
duty.”

Soules, of Muskegon, Mich., to-day at­ 
tempted to swim the whirpool rapids. 
Samuel Smith, of Louiston, N. Y., was to 
have gone through with him in a rowboat, 
but flunked. Many hundreds of people 
were on the bridges and the bank. Soules 
entered the water at 3:18 p. m. near the 
cantilever bridge, on the Cauadian side, 
clad in a wool shirt and trunks and a cork 
vest. 
At 3:20 he came around the abutments 
of the bridge and was tossed like a cork in 
the volume of water which there torces 
itself through the gorge. 
When he es­ 
caped this current he had comparatively 
ac easy time to the railway suspension 
bridge, at which point the swift current 
once more caught him aud swept him 
under the bridge like a flash. 
Below this bridge there are two large 
rocks. A breaker carried him over one. 
and the spectators expected to see him 
dashed against the other and killed. Luck 
favored him, however. The current swung 
him partially around, and he pushed away 
from the rock with his baud. Then another 
large breaker caused him to turn a sum­ 
mersault, submerging him for a short time 
and then keeping him stationary in an 
eddy. The spectators thought he was gone, 
buthe soon swam out. and when near the 
whirlpool rapids of the incline railway was 
washed into the eddy near the shore. 
With ihe assistance of several spectators 
he scrambled cut on the rocks in a greatly 
exhausted condition. He had a cut on his 
left foot and a terrible gash in his leg above 
the knee, which disabled him so that he 
could not walk. These injuries he received 
when he was dashed agaiust a big rock.

Senator Stewart Expresses H is Views on 
the Subject. 
W ash in g to n. July 4th.—In conversation 
with Senator Stewart to-night, a California 
Associated Press agent learned that there is 
much dissatisfaction among the Senators 
over the appointmens of Senator Sherman 
39 Chairman of the Conference Committee 
on the silver bill. Hardly another choice 
could have been made that would have 
been so distasteful to the Western and 
Southern Senators, as Sherman is regarded 
as a gold contractiouist of the most pro­ 
nounced type. Senator Stewart is evi­ 
dently fearful that Sherman, as Chairman 
of the committee, may influence the mem­ 
bers, and surreptitiously secure an advan­ 
tage in some way. ShermaD's fine Italian 
hand did some very nice work of this kind 
in securing the demonetization of silver in 
1873, and the Nevada Senator has good 
reason to be suspicious of the New York 
gold bugs. 
The Western Senators have given notice 
that if the right kind of a Dill is not re­ 
ported by the Conference Committee, they 
will again endeavor to pass a free coinage 
bill by tacking it on the tariff bill. 
"Do you see the point? ’ asked Senator 
Stewart, as his eyes twinkled. 
“Yes, I see the point,’’ replied the Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press correspondent. 
"You mean to pass a good silver bill, or 
else the tariff bill must be sacrificed. But, 
if I understand the sentiment of the West­ 
ern people, they would hardly aeree to the 
programme.” 
"Oh. yes, they would, rather than have 
the gold bugs victorious. The tariff bill is 
important, but the silver question is of far 
greater importance to the Western coun­ 
try.”“But the silver bill would not be ger­ 
mane to the bill before the Senate. That is 
to say, it would be foreign to the provisions 
of the tariff bill, and a point of order 
might be made against such a proposition, 
might it not?” 
“No, sir,” said Senator Stewart, “such a 
point of order would not be sustained. It 
would only apply to the general appropria­ 
tion bills. In bills of this latter character 
matter not germane cannotjbe appended.” 
Senator Stewart spoke as though this 
plan was already agreed upon by the silver 
men, or at any rate they had agreed to pro­ 
mulgate the piogramme, perhaps iu order 
to influence conference committees. 
It seems hardly probable that many Sen­ 
ators would be willing to sacrifice the tariff 
bill because they failed to secure the right 
kind of silver legislation, but Senator Stew­ 
art was very emphatic in his declarations 
to-night, and it may be he speaks 
by authority, and after an agreement 
among the extreme silver Senators. 
However, it is hardly probable that they 
will be compelled to resort tosuch a course. 
It is believed that the Conference Commit­ 
tee will report a bill for the coin­ 
age of four and a half million ounces 
per month, the elimination of the bullion 
redemption feature, and make cerP'flcatesa 
legal tender, and such a bill would without 
doubt pass both Houses and receive the 
signature of the President. This is the 
general impression here.

TAMMANY CELEBRATION. 
on tb* 
Views of Prom inent Speakers 
Election B ill. 
N ew Y o r k, July 4th.—Tammany Hall 
had a big celebration to-day, and a large 
audience attended the exercises. The first 
speaker of the day was Congressman 
Bynum of Indiana, whose chief glory is 
that he received a censure by the Republi­ 
can Speaker of the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
The founders of the nation, said Mr. 
Bynum, did not believe a majority, how­ 
ever large, had a right to deprive the 
minority, however small, of its natural 
rights. It had a right to govern, but only 
with due regard to the rights of the minor­ 
ity. Never in the life of the nation has 
such a deadly thrust at its liberty been 
made as in the passage of the Fedreal elec­ 
tion bill. This law was not intended for 
the South alone. It was intended for New 
York and Indiana. Not satisfied with the 
unseating of hone3tly-elected members of 
the House, the Republicans devised this 
scheme to enable them to count out the 
Democrats before they could take their 
seats. With voice, with pen, with sword, 
the people should rise in their might and 
prevent the enactment of such a law. 
Congressman Crisp of Georgia said the 
Republicans sought by exciting prejudice 
against the South, by assailing it with 
slanders, to secure the passage of the bill, 
but having made it a law they would soou 
turn it agaiust New York, being ready to 
do anything to retain power. 
Letters of regret were received from ex­ 
President Cleveland, Governor Hill and a 
number of other Democratic Governors, 
Senators and Congressmen. The letters 
from Messrs. Cleveland and Hill were fol­ 
lowed by loud applause aud three cheers 
for each. Then came a number of short 
talks by prominent gentlemen. 
Governor Beggs of Delaware, referring to 
the election bill, said he believed in letting 
the colored man have his rights, but not 
the white man’s rights, too. This is a white 
man's Government, and he believed in sup­ 
porting his own race. 
Congressman Springer said the election 
bill was an assault upon the liberties of the 
people, aud the day was not far distant 
when the people may be called upon to 
make a new declaration of independence. 
Congressman McMillan of Tennessee, 
Allen of Mississippi. Kerr of Pennsylvania, 
Yoder of Ohio and Manser of Missouri also 
spoke. 
A resolution was unanimously adopted 
declariug that mass-meetings should be 
called throughout the country to denounce 
the Federal election bill, a protest agaiust 
its passage by the Senate. 
Ex-President Cleveland, in his letter, 
said: “The opportunities and temperatures 
of presented partisanship have brought us 
to a tim e’when party control is far too 
arrogant when in public places. The tiue 
interests of the people are too lightly con­ 
sidered in this predicament. Those who 
love their country may well remember 
with comfort ami satisfaction on Inde­ 
pendence Day that the disposition of the 
American people to revolt against mal­ 
administration still remains to them, 
and is a badge of their freedom 
and independence, as well a9 their security 
for continued prosperity and happiness. 
They will not revolt against their plan of 
government, for its protection and preser­ 
vation supply every inspiration of true 
Americanism. But because they are free 
and independent American citizens, they 
will, as long as their love and veneration 
for their government shall last, revolt 
against the domination of any political 
party which is intrusted with power and 
sordidly seeks only its continuance, and 
which, faithlessly violating Its plain and 
simple duty to the people, insults them 
with professions of disinterested solicita­ 
tion, while it eats out their substance. 
"And yet with all this we should not, in 
blind security, deny the existence of the 
daDger. The masses of our countrymen 
are brave, and therefore generous: they are 
strong, aud therefore confident, and they 
are bones;, and therefore unsupecting. Our 
peril lies in the ease with which they may 
be deluded and cajoled by those who would 
traffic with their interests. No occasion is 
more opportune than the celebration on 
the one hundred and fourteenth anniver­ 
sary of American independence to warn 
the American people of the present neces­ 
sity on their part of vigilant watchfulness 
of their rights and zealous exaction ot an 
honest and unselfish performanceof public 
duty.”

Rapids. 
N iag ara F alls, July 4th.—John L. 
Soules, of Muskegon, Mich., to-day at­ 
tempted to swim the whirpool rapids. 
Samuel Smith, ot Louiston, N . Y., was to 
have gone through with him in a rowboat, 
but flunked. Many hundreds of people 
were on the bridges and the bank. Soules 
entered the water at 3:18 r. m . near the 
cantilever bridge, on the Canadian side, 
clad in a wool shirt and trunks and a cork 
vest.At 3:20 he came around the abutments 
of the bridge and was tossed like a cork in 
the volume of water which there torces 
itself through the gorge. When he es­ 
caped this current he had comparatively 
an easy time to the railway suspension 
bridge.'at which point the swift current 
once more caught him aud swept him 
under the bridge tike a flash. 
Below this bridge there are two large 
rocks. A breaker carried him over one. 
and the spectators expected to see him 
dashed against the other and killed. Luck 
favored him, however. The current swung 
him partially around, and he pushed away 
from the rock with his hand. Then another 
large breaker caused him to turn a sum­ 
mersault, submerging him for a short time 
and then keeping him stationary in an 
eddy. The spectators thought he was gone, 
but he soon swam out, and when nehr the 
whirlpool rapids of the incline railway was 
washed into the eddy near the shore.

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HOW IT LOOKS NEAR THE HEAD­ 
WATERS OE THE AMAZON 


The Record-Unlon Correspondent Flee* 
iug Through South Am erica Pur­ 
sued by La Grippe.

L a Paz, Bolivia, 1890. 
We have been fleeing, far and fast, be­ 
fore the dreaded grp, but with indifferent 
success. It was hoped that the indefati­ 
gable traveler which has nearly circum­ 
navigated the globe might somehow miss 
South America, but like a thief in the 
night it came, appearing simultaneously 
on both sides of the continent, in Buenos 
Ayres, Valparaiso and Lima, soon making 
sad havoc in all the coast cities. 
At that time we were in the midst of 
some most interesting researches in Peru ; 
but as one of our party is a consumptive, 
traveling expressly to prolong his span of 
life, and another has been repeatedly 
warned by physicians to escape influenza 
at any cost, on account of chronic throat 
trouble, we stood not upon the order of 
going, bat went at once. Stopping awhile 
in Arequipa, a lovely old city in eastern 
Peru, it happened one day that the whole 
garrison of wretched soldiers fell down as 
one man under the stern grasp of the grip. 
Then we fled to Bolivia, the great but al­ 
most unknown republic that lies, corner- 
wise, between Peru, Brazil, the Argentine 
country and Chile, in the vain .hope that 
the disease might expend its force near sea 
level, and not cross the intervening cordil­ 
leras of the Andes, the seven successive 
walls, snow-topped and sky-piercing, with 
the deserts and great lake that lie between. 
Of Peru, the most interesting country 
in the world, and of the wonderful jour­ 
ney to Bolivia, by the railroad that 
reaches the highest point where a wheel 
was ever turned by steam, twice as high 
as the celebrated 1 lospice of St. Bernard, 
I will tell you later, as we are going di­ 
rectly back over the same route, to com­ 
plete the abandoned researches. Leaving 
the eternal summer of Arequipa in the 
morning, we took midday lunch in a 
snow-storm, nearly 15,000 feet above the 
sea, and the same night reached Puno, 
the last town in Peru, on the western edge 
of Lake Titicaca, at the liight of about 
12,500 feet. 
Here we tarried to recover breath, a 
difficult thing in these parts, where all 
travelers suffer from the distressing com­ 
plaint called “sirroehe,” before venturing 
into the higher altitudes of Bolivia. But 
the grip went faster than we, and two days 
after we arrived in Puno that town was 
almost at bad as Arequipa. 
Crossing Lake Titicaca, the highest 
navigable water on the face of the earth, 
as well as the coldest, stormiest and most 
disagreeable, whose “Sacred Islands” of 
the long-dead Incas yet show their ruined 
temples of sun worship and moon worship, 
we came to La Paz, the melancholy city 
which is not really the capital of Bolivia, 
though at present its seat of government. 
Here we remained for a time in compara­ 
tive safety, congratulating ourselves that 
at last a place had been found so forbid­ 
ding that even influenza would shun it. 
But again we had reckoned without our 
host, and one tine morning awakened to 
the knowledge that fully 75 per cent, of 
the city’s population were wrestling with 
the scourge. 
There was but one way of escape—to 
run away into the interior, beyond the 
borders of civilization and almost beyond 
the haunts of man. There is but one such 
pathway leading out of La Paz, except in 
the direction from whence came the 
enemy, and that is to the tropical valley 
of Yungas, «diere are raised most of 
Bolivia’s cocoa and coflee, fruits, wines and 
sugar. 
An arriero, or muleteer, was 
quickly engaged, who supplied a mule for 
each person and several for carrying our 
beds, provision, hampers and other lug­ 
gage ; a mozo, or man-servant, was taken 
in tow, and early one morning the flight 
into Kgypt began. 
But alas! The enemy from which we 
fled went with us, in the throat of the 
arriero. The second day out he developed 
tin grip in Its worst form, which speedily 
re 
nto pneumonia. We were compelled 
t cave the poor fellow at a farm-house, 
aft • doing all that was possible for his 
co ¡lort, leaving medicines and monev 
witii the people who took him in charge; 
hut iu a little more than a week he was 
dead.While on the influenza subject it may 
not be amiss to add a few facts concerning 
its caprices on the southern continent. In 
the higher altitudes the disease has lieen 
uniformly light, unless the ! ngs became 
involved, in which case death was almost 
sure to ensue. Among the people of the 
coast a larger percentage of cases have been 
fatal. The Chilean newspapers state, with 
what truth 1 do not know, that the disease 
returned to some villages which it had al­ 
ready devastated and in many instances at­ 
tacked the same victims a second time. 
However, it must be taken into account 
that for months past it lias been the fash­ 
ion, the wide world over, to « all every cold 
the jjrip. Strange to say, Caile’s capital, 
Santiago, suffered much more than its 
neighbor Valparaiso, although the former 
is supposed to be the healthier city ; and 
in Lima, I’eru, though at. one time nearly 
the entire population was prostrated, lew 
deaths were reported. Happily for us, 
Bolivia went through its severe-t ordeal 
during our two weeks’ absence at Yungas. 
In the hotel, where our rooms were re­ 
tained and luggage left, every soul in the 
house was ill at once, from the proprietor 
to the stable hoy; and before our return 
several well-known faces had been laid 
away in the pantheon. 
The round trip between the cities of La 
Paz and Chulumani, the latter being the 
Capital of the Department of Y'ungas, is 
a distance of about 272 Yankee miles, 
reckoned by reducing the Bolivian league, 
which is 6,100 English yards. Though 
m«>st of the products that are used iu and 
exjiorted from Bolivia come from the nar­ 
row Yungas valley, and though the Gov­ 
ernment annually expends a large sum on 
the alleged road thereto, the only high­ 
way of centuries is mostly a narrow trail, 
cut round and round the edges of the 
mountain-, sometimes zigzagging to and 
fro over their perpendicular faces, like 
the tacking of a ship, in places where 
neither man nor mule could walk straight 
tip like a fly on the wall. But few places 
are wider than barely to allow two mules 
to walk abreast, and many miles of it com­ 
pel single-file processions. Horses are 
never used on this journey, for they cannot 
survive the rapid change between the re­ 
gions of eternal snow and jierpetual sum­ 
mer. While a horse might possibly reach 
the lowlands, if sufficiently sure-footed, on 
the return he would surely die of sirroehe, 
which in reality is heart-failure brought on 
by lac k of oxvgen in the air. Mules are 


almost on a dead level for several miles be­ 
fore a gradual descent begins. At any 
time of year the traveler away up here is 
apt to encounter a snow-storm, the big, 
round flakes that look like hail melting as 
they fall, wetting his garments through 
and" through, while a stinging wind chills 
him to the marrow. 
In addition to the 
u->ual programme a thunder-storm was 
thrown in for our entertainment, lightning 
playing in the clouds below and hollow 
echoes reverberating from peak to peak. 
Of course our animals suffered severely and 
were obliged to halt every few moments, 
panting painfully; while we, between the 
wet and hitter cold, had not a breath to 
spare with which to urge them onward. 
To add to the general melancholy of this 
most desolate spot, we passed the body of a 
dead man lying prone across the road,with 
glassy eyes staring up to the cheerless skv. 
Whether he had been murdered or had 
died from natural causes, we dared not 
pause to investigate, for if the former the 
tinders of the corpse might he held for 
months in La Paz to give testimonv in the 
slow process of the Bolivian Courts. A 
number of Indians had just discovered the 
unfortunate and to their care we left him. 
From time immemorial these lonely 
mountains have been infested with hands 
of highwaymen who murder even the poor 
Indian on his return to Y'ungas from the 
sale of his little crop of cocoa, for the sake 
of the few dollars his half-year’s work has 
gained. The Indian highwaymen, though 
less numerous than those of lighter color 
and more cowardly, are much more to be 
dreaded, tor they do not fight openly, but 
skulk like snakes behind the rocks and 
throw a stone at your head from a sling 
with unerring accuracy of aim. Their 
own battles with one another are always 
fought with stones and slings a la David 
and Goliath and very seldom does an In­ 
dian fail to bring down his man. Some­ 
times, after unusual atrocities have been 
perpetrated, troops are sent out to hunt 
down the assassins, and then for a time 
comparative safety is insured. A general 
robber-hunt had been made shortly before 
our journey, in which a large number 


The greatest artist that ever lived could 
not convey with brush and colors an ade- 
«juate idea of the awe-inspiring grandeur 
of the Andes; and certainly no pen-picture 
can do them faintest justice. Moses may 
have beheld similar sights on cloud-wrap­ 
ped Sinai, when the glory of heaven was 
upon it, as he listened to the voice of the 
Lord. As our journey led near to the Bo­ 
livian headwaters of the Amazon, we 
crossed the last interior spur of the An­ 
dean system. Not many of the Anglo- 
Saxon race have ever penetrated these in­ 
nermost recesses of the mountains, and of 
that number few were women. 
This seventh range shows, for three hun­ 
dred miles, a succession of sharp, snow­ 
capped peaks, each presenting to the west­ 
ward a sheer cliff, many thousands of feet 
high, which looks like a gigantic sugar- 
loaf, split in the middle, the fallen half 
piled below in a chaos of slate-like debris. 
Seen from a distance, their hare and to­ 
tally inaccessible sides look black as ink, 
in contrast with the extensive snow-fields 
above, which the foot of man or beast has 
never trodden. Occasionally a condor is 
seen—the poet’s “proud bird of the Andes” 
—slowly circling to his home above the 
clouds. 
For most of the wav the road winds 
round and round the mountain sides at an 
enormous hight, up and down, and sharply 
curving, sometimes being a regular series 
of stairs cut into the solid rock. One of 
these stair-like passages is several miles 
long, with abrupt turns and zigzags, up 
and dowu which our beasts picked their 
way with utmost care. 
In this sort of traveling the great point 
is ’o gain perfect confidence in your ani­ 
mal, and he sure that the saddle-girths are 
kept as tight as he can hear : then to fix 
your eyes on the heavenly views, regard­ 
less of sublunary things. Not au easy 
thing at all times, to keep your head in 
the clouds while maiutaining a firm seat 
on the back of a mule! 
Such waterfalls and cascades as come 
tumbling down from unknown hights to 
the valley, far, far Itelow; some of them 
rivaling in magnificence our own Niagara 
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other dish is furnishe«l, it is served as a 
separate course, with all the ceremony of a 
Presidential han«(Uet, coffee coming in 
after the rest is removed. 
Bread vou 
must bring, or go without; butter is not 
to he thought of; and it will he well if 
your hamper contains a few such luxuries, 
by waj*of change, as canned beef, deviled 
ham, and dulcies. Throughout the vallev 
of the Y tingas boiled bananas are ex­ 
tensively used in place of bread, and 
make a palatable and nourishing sub­ 
stitute. 
. Soon as the meal is concluded nothing 
is to lie thought of hut needed rest. The 
ladies retire to their apartment, the gen­ 
tlemen to theirs: the arriero and mozo 
lay themselves down on guard outside the 
door; the mules are tethered not manv 
vards away (they probably occupy an ad­ 
joining apartment, precisely like vóur own, 
barring the he«ls and tables;; and every­ 
body sleeps the dreamless sleep' of the 
weary, until aroused next morning by the 
watchful arriero at the first glimmer of 
dawning. 
Then one's troubles begin afresh. For 
example, such an article as a washbowl is 
an unknown quantity on the road to Y'un­ 
gas. After raising sufficient riot in Span­ 
ish, English and Indian a wooden bowl 
may be brought, holding a gallon or more 
of water, in which all the guests of the inn 
are expected to lave in turn, galhntrv 
giving the first chance to the ladies. Soap 
and towels one must provide for himself 
or go without. 
About the time you are in the most em­ 
barrassing part of your toilet, the ragged 
Indian or unwashed urchin of the night 
before, comes in without the preliminary

tof knocking, and calmlv proceeds to spread 
employed instead and the sturdy little the festive I ward with dcmgunn, or the 
early breakfast of the country, which con­ 
sists of nothing on earth but hitter coflee 


were captured, and, as soldiers were still or anything the Yosemite can show; 
continuing the search, we had no occasion 
..................... 
for fear. In the prison at Chulumani we 
saw nine of the newly-captured banditti, 
three of whom were women, and a more 
viilainous-looking group it were hard to 
find.On the first day’s ride from La Paz, 
though one is unused to the saddle, the 
extraordinary altitude, and the terrible 
roads, thirty-three miles must he made to 
reach a sleeping-place, the only alterna­ 
tive being a night in the open air. At in­ 
tervals all along the uninhabited part of 
the highway the Government has caused 
places of shelter for man and beast to he 
erected. These are called tambos (fac­ 
similes of the misons of Mexico), and each 
In charge of a family, who, if well paid 
for it, will supply food ior the mules and 
generally something edible for the human 
guests. But in every instance the mules 
get the best of it. Of course the traveler 
has brought his own mattress and blankets, 
and store of provisions, and some sort of 
amateur cooking contrivance by which he 
can at least make a cup of tea. But you 
can easily imagine that after a long day’s 
ride in the mountains the average ex­ 
plorer does not feel much in the mood for 
cooking, his first impulse being to tumble 
a mattress down anywhere, roll himself up 
in a blanket, and make mental calcula-, 
tions of his blisters alid bruises, while the 
tambo people proceed to prepare for him 
whatever they please. 
The evening meal, which is called hv 
courtesy “dinner,” consists of two things, 
viz., coffee and chupe, the latter a kind of 
thick souj), made of dried sheep which has 
been stewed to the tenderness of an old 
boot top, mixed with a good deal of rice, 
various seeds rnd vegetables, prominent 
among which are onions, all made hotter 
than so many spoonfuls of live coals by 
means of red peppers and aji. It is the 
national dish of Bolivia, among all classes, 
high and low, and thousands of families 
subsist entirely upon it. Of course the 
chupe varies from had to worse, according 
to what the cook is able to put into it, but 
is really “not half bad,” as the English sav. 
when one gets use to it. 
Sometimes another dish is added to 
the menu; but as a rule, if you are so un­ 
reasonable as to imitate Oliver Twist in 
calling for more, you must supply it from 
your own stores. 
Now and then one finds a tambo which 
boasts the rare luxury (in these parts) of 
wooden floors; but generally Mother Earth 
serves that purjiose. Each room is fur­ 
nished with a dirt-coated deal table, a 
bench or two, and perhajw a chair may lie 
had for the asking. Most of them contain 
the barest outlines of a liedstead, made of 
poles lashed together and “corded up” with 
rawhide thongs. 
But these are such 
abominations in the way of rolling toward 
the middle, and of "being infested with 
every species of bugs known to beds, that 
the experienced traveh prefers the (loor, 
with nothing worse than fleas for company. 
It is generally long after dark before one 
has reached his tambo and thrown himself 
down, thoroughly exhausted, while the 
mozo and muleteer attend to the animals 
and bring inside the luggage, saddles and 
all. By and by au Indian slouches in, 
ragged and dirty beyond degree; or a 
hare-legged hoy who" has apparently all 
his life entertained the aversion of a mad 
dog for water—who proceeds to haul out 
the dirty table, aud tospread'upon it, with­ 
out a cloth between, whatever may have 
been prepare«l in the line of food’ The 
big howl of chuf«e is sure to be steamiug 
hot, not to mention its aji; and if anv 


donkeys of the Indians, hundreds of them 
being constantly on the road, laden with 
every imaginable commodity. 
Llamas, 
those strange animals that are found onlv 
in the Andes, are also used as beasts of 
bnnlen in the mountains, but as they can 
not live below a certain elevation they are 
never seen near sea level. 
The wonder is that any road at all could 
ever have been made in these stupendous 
bights. Do the first day out, about eigh­ 
teen miles from La Par. aud 4,000 feet 
above it, the highest point is attained, 
called Alto del Cruz, which is 2,400 feet 
higher than the very top of Pike’s Peak, 
or about 16,000 feet nearer the stars than 
you are at home. 
The “Alto” extendis 


without milk, unless you choose to add to 
it a butterless lump of your own bread. 
This you swallow shiveringly in the 
pale morning twilight of the mountains; 
and having paid as much for the entertain­ 
ment as for the same length of time in a 
New Y'ork hotel, the mules are brought up, 
and again you sally forth, thanking heaven 
for having preserved you thus far, hut feel­ 
ing extremely doubtful as to the future. 
Almuerzo, or second, breakfast, consisting 
also of chupe and coflee, is sure to be found 
somewhere along the road, between 10 and 
2 o’clock ; and by that time your appetite 
is “sharp set” enough to enjoy it. 


while the river which tills the center of 
the narrow valley, so far below our aerial 
track tiiat it looks like a thread of silver, 
is in reality a raging cataract, dashing 
over giant boulders with a noise like thun­ 
der, for more than fifty miles outdoing the 
rapids above Niagara, anil nowhere navi­ 
gable in all its course. There are mount­ 
ains on every hand, mountains every­ 
where, stretching awav in the horizon; 
while the range on the opposite side of 
the valley, parallel to this we are slowly 
; traversing, appears almost near enough to 
toss a stone from one to the other. 
When the lowlands wrere reached, came 
the new experience of fording the many 
small rivers that flow into the larger one; 
but we found it preferable to most of the 
bridges along the route—frail structures 
swuDg from tree to tree, and swaying like 
cradles beneath us. At one point the road 
for a number miles lay directly through 
the bed of a river, whose clear waters, not 
deep hut rapid, foamed noisily along over 
the rocks. 
When once in the valley, no words can 
tell the beauty and luxuriance of the tropi­ 
cal vegetation in solitudes where “Near to 
Nature's Heart” is not an empty idea. 
There were groves of wild banana" trees, 
whose broad leaves of brightest green are 
each large enough for a tent; towering 
palms of many species, wonderful orchids, 
shining foliage, beautiful flowers and enor­ 
mous ferns whose perfect fronds waved high 
above our heads. And then the birds of 
brilliant plumage—parrots, macaws, paro­ 
quets—the monkeys chattering among the 
trees, gorgeous butterflies as large as the 
palm of your hand, beetles dressed in green 
and blue and gold, and other wonders en­ 
countered at every step! 
A portion of the highway to Y'ungas 
capital is a mere foot-path running 
through the coffee groves of private plan­ 
tations, and between orange and lime trees 
crowded so closely together as to rake oil' 
our hats with their branches, and render 
imminent the fate of Absalom. 
The 
lower hillsides are mostly laid out in ter­ 
raced slopes for the cultivation of cocoa, 
the great industry of the valley. 
Except 
in two or three villages, there are few in­ 
habitants in all this distance, but those of 
Indians—these latter are generally of air­ 
iest structure, being poles stuck" in the 
ground, thatched with grass, and walled 
with giant fern leaves closely interwoven. 
“Where every prospect pleases, and only 
man is vile,” might well he sung at Y'un­ 
gas. There are many grottoes or minia- 
tuie caverns by the wayside, formed by 
springs or waterfalls forcing their way 
through heaped-up boulders, where every 
inch of rock is thickly covered with the 
most beautiful mosses and delicate maiden­ 
hair ferns, overhung by gigantic fronds 
and brilliant flowers. 
Passing one of these, we saw inside a 
number of half-naked Indian women wash­ 
ing their clothes in the clear cascade, 
while their lazy lords sat by circulating 
sundry jugs and bottles among themselves. 
It happened at the moment that the doctor 
and 1 were lagging in the rear, and as we 
rode hy the customary “Buenos dias” 
i good day) on our part, and “Ma-ma” on 
theirs were exchanged—the latter word 
not meaning mother, as might he inferred, 
hut in Quichua language a token of greet­ 
ing and respect. To our surprise, up 
sprang three of the Indians calling on us 
to stop, and who, in spite of all our efforts 
at speed kept almost withiu reach of us. 
Up hill and down we went a mile or more, 
until in a particularly had piece of road 
where the narrow trail had not only the 
usual precipice on one side and wall of 
rock on the other, but turned an abrupt 
curve that hid us from our companions, 
we were stopped short hy the hand of an 
Indian grabbing the bridle of each mule. 
Naturally, we imagined them to lie part 
of the robber (rang; but while the doctor 
fumbled in his saddle hag for a pistol 
which wasn’t there, the third Indian, with 
the lowest of salaams, held up a bottle and 
tiay glass and humbly insisted on drinking 
healths with us. To resist their drunken 
caprice would have been folly, so we both 
put the dirty glass to our lips with due 
ceremony and “.Salud” (to your health ), of 
course without tasting the beverage, what­ 
ever it mav have been, and then, whipping 
up our weary nags, we tossed some small 
coin to the convivial Quichuas, and left 
them happy by the wayside.

FARM ARD ORCHARD. 


IMPORTANCE OP THE PBOPEB HAND­ 
LING OF PEACHES. 


Stacking Hay an«l Grain—Profit in Plant­ 
ing for Double Crops—General 
Farm Notes. 


One of the most expert fruit growers in 
the State, P. W. Butler, gives the follow­ 
ing directions for packing peaches for 
shipment, as practiced in his own orchard 
at’Penryn. He states that by handling his 
peaches in this way last year he secured 
for them from ten to fifteen cents per box 
more than shippers who packed in the or­ 
dinary way. The extra expense is esti­ 
mated to be one to one and a half cents a 
box. 
“If the picker drops a peach into a 
box or basket, and the fall is only a few 
inches, it is thereby injured, although the 
injury may not be perceived by the most 
careful packer. 
It will, however, prema­ 
turely begin to decay at the very point 
struck when dropped. To avoid this, and 
all rough liaudling between the orchard 
and packing house, the fruit may be 
packed under the trees when it is desired 
to have very particular work done. A 
light hand-cart, with a frame under the 
axle arranged to take five or six peach 
boxes and a platform above on which to 
wrap and pack the peaches, is needed for 
this work. The cart can be taken from 
tree to tree, each peach picked and 
wrapped before leaving the hand and 
placer! in the box. 
“All over-ripe and imperfect fruit must 
be rejected. Even if it cost double as 
much to pack peaches by this method as 
in the usual w-av, it would be economy 
when they are to be sent to distant mar­ 
kets. Another plan is to line the boxes 
in which the fruit is to be placed from the 
tree with cotton batting, and cover this 
with old burlap or other cheap material; 
then insist that the picker carefully lay 
each peach in the box, and never be al­ 
lowed to drop them even an iach from the 
hand. The peaches should nerer be 
dumped from the box, but taken to the 
packing-house on a wagon, on which is 
placed a frame that will carry two or more 
tiers, that the boxes may never be placed 
one upon the other. The peaches should 
then be taken directly from this carrier, 
wrapped, and placed in the box for ship­ 
ment. In hauling fruit from the field, 
or to the depot, spring wagons should be 
used, and care should be taken to have 
the roads as smooth as possible. An in­ 
jury to a single peach is liable to cause 
premature decay, and therebv render 
worthless a box of otherwise good fruit 
when a market is reached.” 
STACKING HAY AND GRAIN. 
It will lie best as far as possible to store 
all the hay jiossible under shelter. If any 
must be stacked outside for want of room 
it should be the timothy and red-top. 
(let the clover and millet under shelter if 
there is room to store, and as much of the 
other as the room will admit. If clover 
or millet is to be stacked outside, as a rule 
it will be best to top off' the stacks or ricks 
with timothy or red-top, as either of these 
will shed water better than clover. [Slough 
hay is the best material if it can be had— 
Editor Prairie Parmer.] 
It is always best to put up what is nec­ 
essary to stack out in large ricks rather 
than in small stacks, as there is more or 
less loss with all hay stored outside, and 
in small round stacks the loss is much 
more in proportion to the bulk than if put 
up in large ricks. 
It is important in 
stacking hay to spread and tramp evenly, 
so that when it settles it will turn water 
readily. Care to stack hay or grain prop­ 
erly will in many cases save considerable 
loss. When to be fed in the straw without 
thrashing, oats should, if jiossible, lie 
6tored under shelter. If cut in good sea­ 
son, properly cured and stored away, and 
then run through a cutting-box before 
feeding, oats in the straw make one of 
the best rations that can be sujiplied to 
the stock horses, milch cows and sheep* 
But to be of the best quality they should 
be stored under shelter. 
Oats and wheat that arc to lie thrashed 
must be stacked outside. A place should 
tie selected where the straw will be con­ 
venient for feeding out, because if the 
grain, either oats or wheat, is cut in good 
season, and the straw is carefully stacked 
so that it will keep in good condition, 
straw makes a good feed to use in connec­ 
tion with hay and grain, and esjiecially so 
if both the hay and straw can lie run 
through a cutting-box, and the grain be 
ground and a little bran lie added. 
One of the principal items in stacking is 
to keeji the middle full, so that when the 
stack settles the outside bundles will be at 
an angle to carry the water to the outside. 
A good foundation should be made, and the 
stack projierly started. The best shape for 
a stack is that of an egg set with the large 
end down. 
There is no economy in running a stack 
particularly high ; >n fact, it is an increase 
in the work that does not usually pay. Built 
so as to turn water surely is the principal 
item with all grain or hay stacked out­ 
side.Hay and oats must be dry and well 
cured when stacked. 
W heat will keep 
with more moisture in the straw than any 
other crop, but it should he well cured 
liefore stacking.—Prairie Farmer. 


d o u b l e c r o p s. 
Where practicable, observes a Rural Setc 
Yorker writer, a double crop gives the 
largest profit, A mixture of one-half 
bushel of barley and one and a half bush­ 
els of oats will increase the number and 
weight of the bushels yielded, as well as 
their feeding value. If to this mixture be 
added a few quarts of the small, yellow 
Canada |>ea, the yield and value will lie 
still greater, but the jieas should lie omit­ 
ted on land where the vines will be so 
rank as to pull down the grain and make 
bad work lor the machine. Quick, drv, 
gravelly land, where straw and vines do 
not grow too large, is best suiter! for this 
crop. 
If you persist in sowing corn 
thickly for fodder, put in some oats. 
They will 
get 
ripe, but the corn 
will 
keep them from lodging and 
they will lie the best jiart of the fodder. 
Corn planted broadcast, or too thickly in 
drills, is a mass of water with just tissue 
enough to hold it together. To be at their 
best corn needs plenty of sun, and jiotatoes 
a jiartial shade. One field was jdanted with 
both with satisfactory results, the rows 
were two feet apart each way. Every other 
row was corn, so that each hill had an 
area sixteen square feet. W ith so much 
light and heat the ears were large and jwr- 
fect, and the yield above the average in 
this vicinity. For the best yield in corn 
ever grown there were four feel between 
the rows one way. The corn can be cut 
and drawn to the silo and not be in the 
way of digging the jot atoes. The latter 
were deep between the rows of corn, and 
seemed to lie benefited by the jiartial 
shade, yielding as much as the crop on the 
adjoining fields. The bugs are not so 
harmful after the corn has got large 
enough to shade the jiotatoes. The corn 
can be drilled in with a grain drill, one 
row at a time, and another hoe left down 
will mark the jxisition of the potato row 
at the same time, if one doesn t care to 
row more than one way. Put a little 
more brains into your management 
Hire a 
little more muscle. I>on’t 
let your land lie idle and bare half of the 
year. Don’t jiut too much of a kind in 
one jilace, either of plant or fertilizers. 
Make the labor on the growing croji or 
the croji itself fit the ground for the next 
one. 
FARM NOTES. 
Xeeji the drinking fountains filled with 


fresh water. The summer season is very 
severe on the large breeds. 
Having the soil in good tilth before 
planting the crop will be fonnd to help in 
securing a good start to grow, and in ad­ 
dition make the work of cultivation much 
easier. 
Plant your beans wide enough apart one 
way—say 21 or 3 feet—so that a horse can 
travel between the rows and a bean-har- 
vester can be used. Pulling beans is a 
back-aching business. 
It is stated that at least one-half of the 
sugar crop of the world is produced from 
beets. Sugar can be produced from many 
sources, but beets and the sugar-cane give 
the cheajiest sources. 
There is no occasion to murmur about 
the small outcome of agricultural experi­ 
ment stations until the farmers have mas­ 
tered and put into practice what has al­ 
ready been given them. 
Smoke introduced into the bottom of 
a smoke-house through a piece of pijie 
long enough to allow the air to cool liefore 
it reaches the meat is much better than a 
fire in the smoke-house. 
When growing fruit for market select 
that which sells the best, but for home use 
the farmer should endeavor to grow the 
kinds jireferred by himself, without regard 
to size or attractiveness. 
Some horticulturists claim that potash 
will cure the yellows. On the other hand, 
prominent jieach-growers of New Jersey 
and Michigan affirm that the eradication 
of the diseased trees is the only remedy. 
In building a wire fence set your posts 
and turn a furrow against them on each 
side. This lessens the space between the 
bottom wire and the ground, and indicates 
to animals the jiresence of an obstruction. 
I nruly cattle on a farm are verv 
troublesome, but the cause is not hard to 
find. It is, almost invariably, jioor past­ 
ure and semi starvation. W hy shouldn’t 
a hungry animal jump fences or push 
them down ? 
It is a good idea in setting out shade 
trees to set them twice as close as needed 
ultimately, alternating with slow-growing 
and fast-growing trees. Then when they 
begin to crowd each other cut out the 
fast-growing ones. 
Try keejiing the tomato vines staked and 
tied up from the ground. If you have a 
few jdants alongside of them that are not 
staked, watch the result and see whether 
it jiavs to stake. It will not cost much, 
and you may learn something that will be 
money in your jiocket. 
Good work can be done j his month by 
going through the orchard and rubbing off’ 
new sprouts that have started out in un­ 
desirable jilaces. 
Newly grafted fruit 
must be looked after, and if any growth 
starts out from the stock it should be 
taken off’ as jiromjitly as jiossible. 
Experiments made last season showed 
that ashes were very beneficial to melons, 
increasing the growth of the vine and in­ 
ducing a larger growth of fruit. Potash 
largely assists in the creation of saccharine 
matter, thus rendering the melons sweeter. 
Use the ashes around the jdants liberally. 
There is a great deal of economy prac­ 
ticed on the farm that is no economy at 
all. It is no economy to eat so much pork 
and so little mutton. It is not economy to 
wear old and uncomfortable clothing when 
we can afford new and comfortable cloth­ 
ing. Every additional jiound of wool that 
is consumed adds to the prosjierity of all 
classes. 
Cholera is a disease among fowls that 
soon decimates a flock. 
The principal 
symptom is intense thirst and cojtious dis­ 
charge from the bowels. The best rem­ 
edy is a teasjioonful of liquid carbolic acid 
in a quart of water, allowing no other 
water to drink. It is highly contagiour, 
and thorough disinfection should be per­ 
formed. 
There is no town or oitv that does not 
demand fruits and vegetables, yet there 
are hundreds of towns that depend on dis­ 
tant points for fruits and vegetables that 
could jirofitable be grown nearer home by 
farmers. In some sections the farmers 
who make a sjiecialty of cereal crops jiro- 
cure their vegetables elsewhere instead of 
producing them. 
Sheep will pay if the receijits and ex­ 
penses balance, due to the great improve­ 
ment of land ujion which sheeji are pas­ 
tured. Hurdling of flocks' upon small 
areas for a short time not only manures 
the land, but saves the exjiense of hauling 
and sjireading it over the surface. It is 
an old proverb that no piece of land has 
ever been exhausted upon which sheep are 
kept. 
No single kind of crop should be grown 
on the land in succession. Nothing will 
exhaust the soil more thoroughly than to 
comjiel it to bear the same kind of crop 
several years. Insects can lie partiallv 
prevented by changing the crojis, and the 
cultivation requited for a certain crop may 
prove beneficial also to the one following. 
Rotation of crops lessens the work of ex­ 
haustion of the soil, and jiartially allows it 
to recuperate. 
There is no best breed for oil purjioses. 
On rich jiastures, where stock have access 
to an abundance of food, the heavy beef 
cattle will thrive; but in those sections 
where grass is scant a more active animal 
is required. The Merino and Southdown 
sheep being active foragers, are better 
adajited to hillside pasturage than the 
heavier Cotswolds or Oxfords. In selecting 
the breed give some consideration regard­ 
ing the jiroper conditions necessary for its 
thrift and its adaptation to the jiurjioses in 
view. 
Sowing the land one year and planting 
the next is an old rule which is being 
abandoned. By jilanting in rows and cul­ 
tivating the land well, weeds and insects 
are destroyed, and the land put in jiroper 
condition for a sowed or drilled croji, such 
a- wheat or clover. 
Cultivated crojis 
should occupy the land two or three sea­ 
sons, however, if jiossible, in order to have 
better opportunities for clearing the soil 
and preventing weeds. If sowed crojis are 
grown from jiure seed ujion land that has 
been well cultivated the yield will be much 
greater and the labor lessened.

DIFFERENCES BETWEEN CELESTIALS 
AND CAUCASIANS. 


Jottings in the Streets of Chinese Towns 
—All Trades and Occupations Car­ 
ried on in Public. 


Brvpycbotine cured headaches for Levi

[From the St. Louis Globo-Democrat] 
A remarkable characteristic of Orient­ 
als in general, and of the Chinese in jiar- 
ticular, is the fact that they seem to have 
no nerves. 
The jieople of the Caucasian 
race become worn out by the repetition of 
the same action for any considerable length 
of time, but Orientals, when once taught 
to jierform any task, will keep at it from 
ten to eighteen hours a day, year after 
year, without seeming in the least affected. 
Every one has seen Chinamen in their 
laundries working into the late hours of 
the night without ajipearing ever to be­ 
come tired, and these peojile are fair sam- 
jiles of the Orientals generally. They are 
simply, to all intents and purposes, ani­ 
mated machines, cajiable of jierforming 
the same task without any more sense of 
fatigue than though they were made of 
steel and rubber. 
There are many remarkable differences 
between the Chinese and the Caucasians. 
The natives of the “Flowery Kingdom” 
appear to do everything in a way con­ 
trary to that in which it is done among 
us, and therefore many of their customs 
and manners are to us extremely curious. 
Tlieir styles of hair-dressing are wonder­ 
fully comjilicated. We shave our faces, 
they shave their heads ; when we enter a 
house we take off our hats, they remove 
their shoes; we shake the hands of our 
friends—when two Chinamen meet each 
shakes his own, grasping the right hand 
with the left and vigorously manipulating 
the two up and down ; we put blacking on 
our footgear, they cover theirs with chalk; 
at dinner we begin with plain food and 
end with dainties, they commence the re­ 
past with the most delicious desserts and 
end with jilain rice; we write from left to 
right, they in a contrary direction; we 
bury our dead people, they jilace them in 
coffins and keep them in their homes; we 
put yokes on the necks of our oxen, they 
place them on the horns of the beasts. 
The Chinese family life is regulated on 
the jirinciple that the father is the head, 
not only of the family, but of all the fam­ 
ily connections. The children marry and 
raise families of their own, but neither 
age nor jiarental dignity exonerates them 
from the authority of their father; in­ 
deed, the jiarental principle enters into 
the religion of ChiDa and makes it a wor­ 
ship of deceased ancestors. While the 
Chinese are, in their way, pious, their 
piety is simply a matter of barter and 
sale; they covenant with their deities to 
render certain services provided a quid 
pro quo is returned, but if the gods fail in 
this, the Chinese do not hesitate to insult 
and beat their holy statues, aud even 
threaten them with destruction, provided 
better behavior is not guaranteed for the 
future. Mr. Taylor, in his observations 
on the Chinese, noted a case where an old 
man vowed certain oflerings to his gods 
jiroviding his fishing exjieditions were 
successful. The fish did not bite, and the 
old man not only deprived his household 
deities of their allowance of rice custom­ 
arily jilaced before them, but even went 
so far as on the next fete day to give them 
no fireworks, but a sound thrashing in­ 
stead. 
In tlieir family relations the Chinese are 
very affectionate, at least so far as they 
understand the term. Parents will make 
any sacrifice for their children, but purely 
for fear that the latter may not duly pro­ 
vide for the comfort of their souls after 
death. The children are not slow to re- 
cijirocate, luit often show their affection in 
what, to the Caucasian mind, seems a 
curious method, for the most acceptable 
jiresent a child can make to a parent is a 
handsome coffin. About this sooner or 
latter indisjiensable article of furniture, 
the Chinese are very jiarticular, and many 
a man having suddenly come into possession 
of money will exjiend it in jiroviding for 
himself a neat casket, which he keejis in 
his house, and of which he cannot be de­ 
prived by jirocess of law, even by his most 
urgent creditors. A coffin is a queer pres­ 
ent for a child to a parent, but scarcely 
less grotesque is the jiresent of a rod or 
buudle of switches, which jiarents fre­ 
quently make to tlieir children, for in 
China* Solomon’s saying, “Spare the rod 
and spoil the child,” is devoutly believed. 
Chinese homes of the middle class are 
scarcely worthy the name. The houses 
are slightly constructed of bamboo and 
wicker mats, the furniture is conspicuous 
by its absence, for the family sit on the 
floor; inf the inns the guests sleep on top of 
a large brick oven, which fills nearly one- 
half the common room. In private houses, 
where the exjiendittire necessary for the 
oven cannot be made, the Chinaman and 
his family sleep in their clothing on piles 
of straw. Speaking of clothing, however, 
there is one fashion universally prevalent 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
Middle Kingdom. As the cold weather 
comes on, in order to accommodate their 
clothing to the weather, the people add 
garment after garment, until in the dead 
of winter the natural size of a Chinaman’s 
body is apjiarently doubled. As the weather 
moderates and spring comes on, one gar­ 
ment after another is removed, until finally 
the ajiparel is reduced to what may on any 
summer day be seen in the laundries of 
this country. 
Chinese meals are taken in courses, and 
a state dinuer sometimes has lietween 
twenty and thirty of all sorts of viands, 
from bird-nest soup to candied fruits of 
all kinds unknown to the West. There is 
a common sujierstition that the Chinese 
do not hesitate at rats, mice, cats and 
dogs, but this is a mistake. It is true that 
the abjectly j>oor, in a starving condition, 
will make a meal from the flesh of these 
animals, but the general food of the Chi­ 
nese is as good as that used by jieojile of 
corresponding rank and fortune in any 
other land. The most imjiortant differ­ 
ence in the manner of eating consists of 
the use of choji-sticks, which are about the 
length and thickness of an ordinary lead 
jiencil. They are of wood, ivory, gold or 
silver, are both held in the same hand, 
and with their assistance a Chinaman will 
empty a bowl of rice in an incredibly short 
space of time. 
The stranger walking the streets of a 
Chinese town will witness many sights to 
him extremely repulsive and unusual, for 
most of the ojierations of life are carried 
on in the sight of the jiublic. Even many 
occupations with us restricted to indoors 
are in China publicly conducted in the 
streets. I nder the shadow of some con­ 
venient tree, or in the shadow of a conven­ 
iently overhanging roof, the jierijiatetic 
barber will be seen shaving the head, 
cleaning the eyes, ears and nose of his cus­ 
tomer. To rent a house is to undergo an 
exjiens? for which he is not jirejiared ; he 
carries his kit of tools snsjiended by a strap 
from his shoulder. Sometimes he has his 
stand, just as a liootblaek or newsboy might 
have with us, and sometimes goes the 
rounds among his customers, crying out his 
business in order that those in need of his 
attention may come out and lie shaved. 
But the barber is not alone in his choice 
of the ojien air for his profession; the 
quack doctor and fortune-teller also trans­ 
act their affairs publicly in the street. The 
Chinese of wealth and jiosition pay a doc­ 
tor by the year, not to attend them when 
they are sick, but to keep them well, and 
the salary of the family physician stops at 
once when any member of the family falls 
ill, nor does its payment recommence until 
health has been restored. 


But the jioor Chinaman who cannot af­ 
ford to employ a doctor by the year, goes 
out into the street and waits for the peri­ 
patetic physician to come along, when his 
symptoms are inquired into and the proper 
charm prescribed for his relief. The quack 
doctor is a first cousin to the fortune-teller; 
indeed, the two professionals are frequently 
combined in the same individual, and on 
almost any street corner the fortune-teller 
may be seen either writing charms for his 
patients, preparing amulets for their use, 
“reading the sun,” or after dusk, consult­ 
ing the moon and stars to ascertain 
whether their business or social undertak­ 
ings are to be successful. 
So liberal are 
these gentry, that for a few “cash” they 
will give the entire future history of the 
customer, tell him what days to observe, 
what jierlls to avoid, admonish him as to 
the times when dangers will threaten him, 
and advise him of the apjiroach of good 
fortune. They also derive a thriving bus­ 
iness in casting horoscojies of individuals 
when particular undertakings are either 
projected or in progress. When a China­ 
man projioses marriage, or has it jiroposed 
for him by his jiarents, a more usual course, 
a fortune-teller is always consulted. The 
horoscojies of the bride and groom expect­ 
ant are compared, for it is jiossible that 
certain circumstances connected with their 
fortune might render them unsuitable to 
each other, and to find this out after the 
ceremony, of course, would be very dread­ 
ful, so the precaution is taken to ascertain 
these fact beforehand and thus insure a 
happy married life. 
All sorts of trades and occupations are 
carried on either in the streets or in sheds, 
open to the gaze of the passer-by. Here 
may be seen a tailor making clothes, there 
a cciok preparing jiastrv; there a grain 
winnower turning the crank of his ma­ 
chine; yonder a hatter, further on am an 
making mats, here a blacksmith, there a 
horse doctor; across the way a cobbler 
patching shoes, fitting on felt soles to cloth 
ujipers, or wrangling with his customer 
with no little vehemence about the tenth 
of a cent—for in China the tenth jiart of a 
cent is a considerable sum. Everywhere 
tea-houses are to be found, for to the China­ 
man the tea-house is what the club-house 
is to the Englishman, wfiat the barber 
shop is to the Sjianiard or the coflee-house 
to the Turk. The tea-house is the place 
for gossip; jirodamations are jxisted on its 
walls; news is gathered there; there ac­ 
quaintances meet and pass the compli­ 
ments of the day while drinking the tea. 
The Chinese tea is a different thing alto­ 
gether from the same beverage made in 
any other quarter of the world. To begin 
with, the best tea in the world grows in 
China, and never leaves the country, and 
the Chinese seem to understand the art of 
making tea. A small quantity of the leaf 
is jilaced in the teapot, boiling water is 
poured over it, and the beverage instantly 
drained off into cujis, for the first moment 
of “drawing” abstracts from the leaf the 
most delicious jxirtion of its taste and 
fragrance, and the Chinese disdain to drink 
the beverage after it has been allowed to 
stand on the leaves. 
Chinese rejoicing is remarkable for its 
noisiness, and some of the celestial methods 
of expressing gladness have found tfieir 
way to the United ¡states in the form of 
fire crackers. These are used in China on 
all occasions, but more especially at fun­ 
erals. 
The Chinese have an idea that 
demons are always on the lookout for a 
human soul, hut particularly do they 
throng in the neighborhood where a man 
has died, so the friends rely on the priest 
and astrologer to thwart them in their 
dark designs. 
It is well known that the 
devils are afraid of fire crackers, and boys 
are sent ahead on the road to the cemetery 
to touch oil' jiacks of fire crackers in order 
to clear the road; then, as the funeral pro­ 
cession ajiproaehes, other packs are lighted 
by stealth and thrown ahead of the ad­ 
vancing coffin. But lest these precautions 
prove fruitless another of still greater im­ 
portance is taken. All Chinese devils 
must travel in a straight line; not one, 
without great jiersonal inconvenience can 
turn a corner. Hence, when the funeral 
procession si arts it moves off in a brisk 
trot, goes to the nearest corner, and the 
bearers act as though intending to pro­ 
ceed straight ahead, then suddenly wheel 
around into a side street. 
The jmrsuing 
devil shoots on, not being able to turn in 
time, and then at the moment the turn is 
made, a pack of fire crackers is let off at 
him, and the chances are that he will be 
deterred from further pursuit. The same 
consideration which induces the use of 
crackers at funerals causes them to lie lib­ 
erally emjiloyed at weddings and births, 
and any imjiortant event in Chinese life is 
therefore noisily celebrated. 
Along the rivers of China fishing is a 
living occupation, giving emjiloynient to 
many thousands of the natives’ But in 
following this business, the Chinamen have 
shrewdly employed several aquatic birds 
to do their work, and fishing boats with a 
row of cormorants along the gunwale are 
a common sight in all Chinese waters. 
Althoueh everything in the Celestial 
Empire is reduced to a system, it seems a 
strange thing that there should be a 
brotherhood of beggars, and that the so­ 
liciting of alms should be reduced to a sys­ 
tem. Each beggar lias his beat, from 
which he dare uot dejiart, and a limited 
number of beggars is allowed in every dis­ 
trict. Each makes his round, stands be­ 
fore the door of some dwelling, where he 
may at pleasure sing, shout, play on any 
musical instrument, scream, or make any 
noise that suits his fancy until he is given 
something. But however small the alms, 
when his demand has been complied with, 
he must move on or subject himself to 
severe punishment from those annoyed, or 
severer jienalties from the king of the beg­ 
gars, in case comjilaint shouldbe made to 
this jiotentate. For there is a king of the 
beggars, who lives like a jirince and gov­ 
erns all the beggars in China with aXod 
of iron. 
Travel in China is attended with many 
difficulties, from the character of the 
roads and the imjierfeet construction of 
the vehicles. In spite of the great size of 
the empire, which is over two-thirds as 
large as the United States, there is no 
system of roads connecting the various 
provinces, and while the people of one 
district may be starving from the failure 
of crops, those in adjoining provinces may 
be blessed with plenty, and yet, from lack 
of communication be unable to relieve the 
sufferings of their neighbors. The carts 
are of the most primitive construction, 
and are drawn sometimes bv strangely 
assorted teams. A donkey and a cow mav 
sometimes be observed harnessed together, 
while 
two 
dogs 
and 
a 
woman 
form a team the like of which is 
scarcely to be found anywhere else in the 
world. 
As stated, the Chinese have no nerves, 
neither have they sympathy with the 
sufferings of their fellows, and the spirit 
of charity is conspicuously absent. This 
lack of common humanity is sjiecially ob­ 
servable in their punishment of criminals. 
A favorite method of punishing a crime of 
unusual atrocity is to condemn the crimi­ 
nal to death in a wooden cage of such 
a height that when his h^ad projects 
through a hole in the top, the wretcheid 
criminal can neither stand upright nor sit 
down, but, with his legs half-bent, must 
endure the most horrible tortures until 
death comes to relieve him. But a still 
more terrible punishment is that emjiloyed 
for the must depraved criminals, guilty of ! 
some unusual and unnatural crime. It is 
called death by wakefulness, and when 
inflicted 
a 
number 
of 
guards 
take 
turn 
annoving 
the 
prisoner 
and keeping him awake, and after a few j 
days of this treatment, the severest tortures 1 
will scarcely suffice to prevent the misera- ; 
ble wretch from falling asleeji. He becomes 
insane, and finally succumbs amid the I 
moM dreadful sufferings conceivable by the . 
human mind. The sufferings of the in­ 
carcerated are not confined to the prisons, 
for anywhere in the public squares mav be 
seeu criminals undergoing the extremest ’ 
tortures, with the laughing mob surround­ 


ing them, most members of which will even 
by jeers and taunts embitter the last mo­ 
ments of the wretched victims. Such things 
go to show that the Chitóse soul is devoid 
of mercy, and whether the fact be due to 
some jieculiaritv in the mental constitution 
of the people or to their religion, it cer­ 
tainly indicates so low a grade of civiliza­ 
tion as to justify the prejudices so com­ 
monly entertained against them.

Electricity. 
Another electrical device has been 
brought out to afford communication be­ 
tween trains in motion and to jirevent ac­ 
cidents. Batteries and the neces arv con­ 
nections are jilaced on each engine, a cen­ 
tral conductor being laid jiaraliel with the 
rails. Should two trains approach within 
a certain distance of each other an alarm 
is sounded within each cab with an elec­ 
tric gong anil a steam whistle is set blow­ 
ing. The engine drivers can stop the train 
and communicate by telejihone. This com­ 
munication can be effected when the trains 
are either running or still. An automatic 
signal is also given if a switch is misplaced 
or a bridge burned or washed away. Ad­ 
ditional batteries are placed at the stations 
along the road, and these work the alarm 
should those placed on the engine become 
broken.

ORIGINAL PACKAGES. 


The R e c o r d - U n io n early took the posi­ 
tion that to pass a bill exempting any of 
the States from the operation of laws regu­ 
lating commerce between the States, as the 
latter might by their laws elect, would be 
a dangerous departure. The more the 
subject is examined, the more confirmed is 
this journal in the view that Congress 
should not thus legislate. 
The most annoying and the most dan­ 
gerous difficulty met with on the forma­ 
tion of the Federal Union was this of 
regulation of interstate traffic. The States 
had differing laws, they maintained differ­ 
ent port regulations; some inhibited the 
entry of goods that others invited in i 
some taxed importations, others stimulated 
them. 
It was found that if there was to 
be any true Union, this whole matter of 
commercial regulation must be committed 
to Congress, which was done. As the 
whole matter was left with Congress, it has 
the constitutional right to make such reg­ 
ulations as it deems wise. 
Now come certain of the States, and ask 
that Congress suspend the right of the 
citizen of one State to ship goods of his 
production to a citizen in another State, in 
cases where the latter State prohibits the 
entry of such goods. This is asked in view 
of the recent decision of the Supreme. 
Court of the United States, generally 
known as the “original package” decision 
A bill to grant the petition has been 
passed by the Senate, and reported favor­ 
ably in the House, but a minority report 
has been submitted by Mr. Adams of Illi­ 
nois. He holds that— 
To surrender the power of Congress to regu 
late inteistate com m erce, to the Legislatures of 
the several States, is to defeat the m ain purpose 
of its creation. It is tenfold the vice of the 
substitute. It tends to undo the most im portant 
work th at was done w hen the Union was 
formed. Congress can define the original pack­ 
age in which intoxicating liquor can be im ­ 
ported into a State. A legislation definition 
would at once render impossible the establish­ 
m ent of a so-called origiual-package saloon, the 
only serious evil whicli can possible arise out of 
the decision of the fiuarem e Court. 
The suggestion that Congress can define 
the original package is the solution of the 
whole question. 
It was pointed out by the 


R e c o r d - U n io n some weeks ago as the 
remedy for the evil complained of. We 
have not believed that the Supreme Court 
of the United States intended to, or did, 
hold that the recipient of original pack­ 
ages from another State had the right to 
dispense them in defiance of the local law 
prohibiting such sale. 
W hat the Court 
held, we thins, was, that when the goods 
reach their destination their commercial 
character ends, and that they then become 
subject to local regulation. 
But in the 
West the decision has been interpreted to 
justify the retailing of small packages 
shipped in under cover of interstate com­ 
merce. 
The projiosition that Congress shall de­ 
fine what is an original package and de­ 
clare when the act of commerce ceases, is 
— to repeat—one that will put the whole 
question at rest. 
It will defeat the scheme 
by which local regulation is evaded 
regulation which the Supreme Court of the 
United States has decided the severa] 
States have the right to set up, even against 
the payment of a Federal tax for the 
privilege of selling liquors. 
Let Congress 
pass, if it will, a bill declaring that an 
original package shall nfit be broken in 
transit, that it shall not be of a character 
evasive of local regulation of the retailing 
of goods, and that when it is delivered to 
the consignee the interstate commercial 
character shall cease, and the whole mat­ 
ter will be settled. 
But it is. a very different proposition, 
and one fraught with danger to a vital 
principle of the Federal Union to delegate 
to any State the power to prohibit inter­ 
state commerce, and that such would be 
the effect of the Senate bill appears to us 
clear. 


ELECTRICITY APPLIED IN AGRICULT­ 
URE. 


Mr, 
Specnew believes that he has 
demonstrated that the action of the elec­ 
trical current renders the development of 
seeds more rapid and complete. 
This is 
especially true of haricot beans, sunflowers 
and winter and spring rye. 
His plan was to first swell the seeds in 
water, then when wet to expose them for 
two minutes to the passage of a current of 
electricity by means of a simple device 
that he describes. 
Immediately thereafter 
the seeds were sown. 
He adds: 
The tem perature was kept during th e w hole 
tim e th a t thev w ere growing at 6° to 8° R eau­ 
m ur <45° to 50° F.) These experim enta w ere re­ 
peated ten tim es, and th e result in th e table 
below are most striking. 1 have also to ad d th a t 
the plants w hich resulted from th e electrified 
seeds w ere m ore developed; th eir leaveB were 
far larger aud th e ir color brighter th a n in the 
ease of plan ts resulting from th e non-electrified 
seeds. The c u n e n t had no effect o s th e yield:

He next electrified seeds at the Kiev 
Botanical Gardens, and vegetables and 
herbs were grown of enormous dimensions 
and with rapidity, his process differing 
from the first. 
His third experiment was 
on a large scale on a site in the Govern­ 
ment of Pskov. 
His system was based on 
the principle that the slow discharge 
static electricity facilitates the assimila­ 
tion of nitrogen by plants. 
He says: 
On the different plot6 of earth sown w ith 
different seeds we placed insulating rods, at the 
top 
of 
w hich 
w ere 
placed 
collectors, 
shaped 
like 
crowns. 
A ll 
these 
collect­ 
ors were united by m eans of wires. Atmos­ 
pheric electricity w as thus collected above the 
seeds, and they m atured in the m idst of a 
highly-electrified atm osphere. The results of 
this form of electro-culture are shown in the 
table. The fieures give the averages of five 
years. All th e plots between w hich com pari­ 
sons are m ade w ere under identical conditions. 
The figures show indisputably th a t there is a 
considerable increase in the yield, w hether of 
seed or straw; it was also observed th at ripening 
was more rapid, especially for barley. 
Potatoes 
w ere seldom diseased, and instead of 10 to 40 
p ercen t, being bad. the poor ones did not ex­ 
ceed 5 per cent, in the poorest plots, and in 
m any the bad did not appear at all. 
The table he gives of results is elaborate 
and proves conclusively surprising gain in 
production both as to quantity and qual­ 
ity, a gain not only in the seed and fruit, 
but in straw volume. We reproduce this 
table for the benefit of our readers since 
we esteem the researches of Mr. Specnew 
of high value to all agricultural experi­ 
menters and cultivators. 
His table is 
made upon the basis of funts and des- 
satins; it is necessary, therefore, to explain 
that a funt is nine pounds and a dessatin 
is two acres, approximately. 
As to cost of 
application, Specnew says it is not so great 
as may be at first supposed, and is eco­ 
nomic measured by results. 
The value of 
the experiments is the greater because the 
investigator expresses the belief that the 
facts seem to offer a new means of combat­ 
ting the microscopic diseases which attack 
vegetable growth: 


In Practical Electricity, N. Specnew intro­ 
duces a profoundly interesting subject,when 
he claims for electricity the discovery of 
new special functions in agriculture. 
The 
article is too long for us to reproduce here, 
but it may be said that he has brought 
something of better order out of the 
thought and researches of Jolabert, Nollet, 
Alainbray, and the earlier experimenters 
concerning the influence of electrical cur­ 
rents upon the development of seeds, and 
of plants themselves. 
The earlier inquir­ 
ers were inexact in examination of the 
subject, but Mr. Specnew has done the race 
good service in his investigations, for, ac­ 
cording to his paper, he has made demon­ 
strations where others failed from the em- 
bryotic condition of electrical science at 
the time they began research, 
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CHICAGO AND 
THE 
WORLD'S 
FAIR. 


There are two attributes* of Chicago 
character which are seriously interfering 
with the value of that place as the location 
of the World’s Fair. 
The first is its ego­ 
tism and the second is its rapacity. When 
independent and sovereign States, em­ 
bracing. by reason of invitation, all the 
States of the earth, come together for the 
purpose of illustrating by a grand exhibi­ 
tion of labor and skill the progress of civ­ 
ilization, the dignity of such occasion for­ 
bids its conversion into a proprietary show 
or a corner lot boom speculation. 
It may 
just as well be understood now as later that 
the World’ Fair at Chicago is Chicago’s 
World’s Fair. 
At the very outset Chicago 
must raise §10,000,000 for the buildings 
and other accessories of the fair, and this 
at once establishes a proprietary relation. 
In a sense, Chicago has bought, paid for 
and owns a world’s exhibition. 
To this 
the Government of the United States lias 
contributed the pitiful sum of §1,500,000. 
It therefore stands in the relation of a 
contributor, not a projector. 
As soon as 
the World’s Fair had found location at 
Chicago by an Act of Congress, the worthy 
and patriotic citizens of that place began 
to cast about to see where the largest spec­ 
ulation in real estate might lie found. < )ne 
set bonded all the property north of the 
city, near an eligible location for a site, 
believing the syndicate thus formed strong 
enough to locate the fair in the center of 
their respective ownerships. Anothersvn- 
dicate bonded all the property south of the 
city in the vicinity of Jackson Park, and 
each of thes? syndicates entered the lists 
for controlling the location of the fair. 
The city itself undertook to locate the fair 
immediately opposite the main business 
portion on the lake front. 
Hence the 
three places contesting for the location of 
the exhibition are the North Side, the 
•South 
Side 
and 
the lake 
front. 
It 
should be noted that all three are on the 
lake front—that is, each have the lake for 
their eastern boundary. 
An esteemed contemporary suggests that 
it is well to locate the fair on the lake 
front on account of the excessive heat 
which afflicts Chicago in the summertime; 
and it may as well be noted here in pass­ 
ing that during the past week ninety 
people have l>een killed or most seriously 
injured by the heat, and the hot wave still 
continues. 
If within any one week in the 
history of settlement on the Pacific Coast 
ninety people had been killed and wounded 
by earthquakes this coast would have been 
deemed unsuited for human habitation. 
But during a summer perhaps a thousand 
people are prostrated, killed outright or 
have their health permanently impaired 
by the combined effects of heat and hu­ 
midity in the city of Chicago. It is useless 
to speak of the lake front as affording any 
relief from this condition. 
Perhaps the 
bathers in Lake Michigan feel less the 
torrid rigors of a Chicago summer, during 


the time of bathing at lea' ^ 
the margin 


o f the lake enjoys no >mtviunity from the 
deadly sunstroke. 
vessels on the 
lake are afflicted. 
I t is now manifest that 
Chicago must i_a some manner recoup the 
expense of Folding a World’s F;ur at that 
locality. 
I f the United States has pro­ 
jected a. World’s Fair in celebration of the 
quadr.ennial anniversary of the discovery 
oi America, and from the National Treas­ 
ury an amount sufficient to defray the 
general expenses of such an exhibition had 
been appropriated, then some inducing 
liberality might have been exercised by 
the managers of t*e show. But out of a 
nation of sixty-four millions the whole 
burden of general expenses is laid on a 
community of one million of people. This 
is the foundation for illiberalitv toward 
exhibitors. The world is now invited at 
its own expense to come forward and create 
a show, and the chief consideration now 
engaging the attention of the proprietors 
of this show is the gate money and the 
sale of privileges. The business to which 
this show will play must return Chicago 
ten millions, while the appropriation made 
by the Government of $1,500,000 is re­ 
stricted to the construction of a building 
of iron and glass, and, to follow the words 
of the Act, “to be so constructed that the 
materials used may lie taken down and 
sold.” 
In all the discussion of this ques­ 
tion, from the time of its inception to the 
present, there has not yet appeared the 
slightest evidence that any one connected 
with it was animated by patriotic desire to 
project a great exposition, which should 
illustrate to the world the value of free 
institutions or the advancement of civiliza­ 
tion upon the continent, the discovery of 
which is the event being celebrated. 
On the contrary, the event seems to have 
been regarded from the first as an oppor­ 
tunity to boom some American city, and 
Chicago being the successful winner of 
this prize, is now engaged in true show­ 
man fashion in carefully estimating the 
profits of the business. 
When the real 
estate consideration has been settled by 
the triumph of some Chicago syndicate 
over some other defeated Chicago syndi­ 
cate, and the fair is located, it will he in 
order to begin the erection of an Eiffel 
tower, and notify Buffalo Bill that there 
is another excellent opportunity for the 
organization and exhibition of a AVild 
AYest show. These two things are the 
only legacies of the Paris exhibition. They 
are the features which attracted most at­ 
tention during the progress of that event, 
and appear to be most distinctly remem- 
liered by those in attendance. 
The occasion will be a harvest to rail­ 
roads carrying visitors, to restaurants, 
hotel keepers, cheap theaters and street 
car lines in Chicago, with gate money and 
the proceeds of the sales of privileges to 
the proprietors of the show. In the mean­ 
time, however, a large concourse of people 
will be assembled at Chicago. In a sense, 
the world will be gathered there, and not­ 
withstanding the torrid heat of the sum­ 
mer, and the menace of tornados, and all 
the elements of selfishness which cluster 
around every occasion, California will find 
it greatly to her advantage to enter at 
once soberly upon the consideration of 
making such an exhibition as will ade­ 
quately represent the fertility of her soils, 
the salubrity of her climate, the grandeur 
of her scenery, and the great diversity of 
her. productions. 
Since the foregoing was written, the 
local Chicago 
Commissioners 
and the 
Federal Commission 
have, 
acting to­ 
gether, located the site of the AVorld’s 
Fair at the lake front, opposite the main 
portion of the city of Chicago, and at 
Jackson Park, seven miles below, likewise 
on the lake front. The lair will, there­ 
fore, lie in two parts. That which is op­ 
posite Lake, State and other business 
streets of the city can give successful night 
exhibitions. 
The portion located at Jack­ 
son Park, seven miles out, will be inac­ 
cessible for evening entertainments. There 
will now be a strife for jiosition on the 
lake front, and it is within reasonable 
probability that exhibitors 
located at 
Jackson Park will be neglected, both day 
and evening, since it is quite reasonable to 
suppose that the main building will be 
placed on the city’s front and the main 
attractions lie located there. 


THE 
NEWSPAPER 
OF 
THE FUTURE. 


Noah Brooks, in a recent thoughtful 
essay upou the newspaper of the future, 
predicts that accuracy and dignity will be 
found in a larger measure than now in the 
place of sensationalism and partisanship» 
and that the newspaper will return to its 
proper function of printing news, and will 
cease to lie the organ of parties or the 
vehicle for advertisers. 
The advertising 
sheet, he predicts, will have a separate de­ 
velopment. 
So far as the first part of his 
forecast is concerned, we think the reac­ 
tion will be such as he predicts, but that 
news publishing and advertising will be­ 
come separate schemes is not probable, nor 
do we see why they should be separated. 
But it is to be sincerely hoped that Mr. 
Brooks is a prophet when he says: 
The new spaper of the future will lid itself of 
the sm artness and flippancy w ith w hich the 
new spaper ot the present is too often disfigured 
Its w riters w ill be selected for th eir learning 
careful literary training and fairness of judg­ 
m ent. 
Verbosity is one of the most dreaded 
terrors of the average new spaper reader. 
He is 
likely to think th at an erudite, thoroughly in­ 
formed w riter m ust needs be dull and prosy. 
Let us adm it th at we cannot possibly endure 
long, dull editorial articles, and th a t we will 
not have a colorless, dry statem ent of facts in 
the news colum ns of the journal of our choice. 
But is it asking too m uch of hum an nature— 
new spaper hum an nature—that the pajier shall 
be crisp and bright w ithout m alice, learned 
and intelligent w ithout dullness ? No sensible 
person expects th a t political parties are to be 
dLsbanded or hooted out of existence. The par­ 
ties and the newspapers w ill rem ain for m any 
a century to come. 
But m en w ill learn th at it 
pays to be fair and honest in politics as in di­ 
plom acy, and in m any another field of hum an 
activity in w hich lying was once thought to be 
part of the best equipm ent. 
Then readers, 
tired of the fruitless h u n t for ttu lh and fairness 
in the colum ns of the political new spaper, will 
be gratified w ith an answ er to their dem and for 
a change to som ething better.

out, or the result such as the promise w ould in 
dicate.

After aw hile, w hen 'L e nov­ 
elty wears off and the public refuses Vo patron­ 
ize th e perform ances, th e troupe is broken up, 
frequently bv the person in charge disbanding 
th e 
children 
in 
some 
distant city. 
But 
w herever this disbanding occurs, the children 
have no future. 
T heir voices prem aturely 
strained 
and used, th eir physical 
systems 
broken dow n by constant exposure 
to the 
I draughts of th e theater and the loss of sleep in­ 
I cidental to late nocturnal perform ances, render 
I them utterly unfit for em ploym ent in any legiti­ 
m ate operatic business. And as th eir educa­ 
tion in the theatrical line has been of the most 
m eager description, none of them secures any 
po-ition in th a t profession. Then opeusthe 
only m arket for w hat is left of them —the low 
variety dives, dim e-museum s and drinking- 
6aloons in our great cities. These are not m ere 
m atters of supposition. The Societies tor the 
Prevention of Crueitv to Children, instituted by 
wise Legislatures in the several States through­ 
out the Union for the enforcem ent ot th e laws 
for the protection of children, jwssess the de­ 
tails of too m any cases w here the result is as 
stated. 
But this is not all. 
The danger of cul­ 
tivating in children who witness the stage 
performances of their class, a love for the 
same lfind of life is very great. That is 
not to say that there may not be a legiti­ 
mate ambition for the stage and a credit­ 
able career upon it, but we do say that 
there is not only no need to cultivate 
among children a taste for exhibiting 
themselves in public, nor a love for dra­ 
matic calling, but that all influences tend­ 
ing to such stimulation are unhealthful. 
It is a profession that should he adopted 
only when the years number enough to 
carry with them accountability and judg­ 
ment. The rule for the parent should be 
to keep his boy and his girl children as 
long as he can, so far as their withdrawal 
from contact with harsh and contaminat­ 
ing contact with the world, and especially 
the world behind the footlights, is con­ 
cerned. 
The stage life of the child gives 
it undue importance in its own estimation. 
It robs childhood of its bloom; it makes it 
a partner with deception, trick and shame. 
It tends to harden the sensibilities and to 
unfit the being for any other position in 
life that is deemed reputable. 
The plastic 
mind of the child should have the influ­ 
ence of the home constantly about it, hut 
there is nothing related to the stage that 
is domestic in tendency, or that culti­ 
vates its servitor to love home surround­ 
ings. 
AV'e agree with Mr. Gerry that so­ 
ciety owes it to itself to prohibit the exhi­ 
bition of very young children upon the 
stage. 


T h e visit o f Assistant Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Clarkson to this coast promises to re­ 
sult in freeing the public from some of the 
legacies of short-sighted economy and of 
incompetency in postal service upon the 
slope. There has been need for action in 
this direction for a long time.

G e n e ra l C la rk so n 
Im p re s s e d W ith th e 
N eed s o f th e S tate. 
The comm ittee from the Board of Trade, 
consisting of President Piatt and Joseph 
Steffens, accompanied Postmaster Coleman, 
who went to San Francisco on Thursday 
to call upon First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Jame3 S. Clarkson, by appoint­ 
ment, have 
returned. 
They 
are well 
pleased with the result of the conference, 
though disappointed in not being able to 
secure General Clarkson's promise to visit 
Sacramento, owing to lack of time, as he 
returns East at once by 
way of Los 
Angeles. 
The present status of the proposed public 
building in Sacramento was discussed a*, 
length. 
The comm ittee reviewed 
with 
GeneraLClarkson the following facts: The 
total am ount appropriated by Congress for 
the building, lot, etc., is $300,000. Of this 
i'40,000 has been expended for a site, and 
$260,000 is awaiting the completion of the 
plans of the supervising architect, and will 
be available 83 soon as it is needed. The 
building now occupied by the Rostoffice 
D epartm ent in this city is totally inade­ 
quate for the purpose, and is costing the 
Government $2 000 per annum . 
Beside 
this, the Revenue ana Land Office Depart­ 
ments are paying a rent of about the same 
am ount. 
During this tim e the appropria­ 
tion of $300.000 is earning nothing, and 
should be used for the purpose for which 
it was designed. 
General Clarkson, being convinced of the 
steady growth of the city and a proportion­ 
ate increase of business, together with the 
importance of providing proper accommo­ 
dations for the Government business in the 
Capita! City of California, expressed him ­ 
self freelv in favor of the im mediate prose- 
cntion of thp work, and having been spe- 
ciallv requested by Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury AA’indom to report on matters of this 
kind.w hich might come under his notice, 
piom ited the committee to favorably repre­ 
sent the needs of Sacramento in the prem ­ 
ises on his return to W ashington. 
Speaking generallv, he said he was fully 
persuaded that the Pacific States had been 
in some respects neglected by the General 
Government, and that he would return to 
W ashington prepared to recommend many 
changes and improvements, and would 
favor the erection of public buildings to 
accommodate the rapidly growing business 
of this W estern empire. 
He particularly 
expressed surprise that the city of Sacra­ 
mento had not a building provided long 
since. 
Postmaster Coleman referred to his recent 
application for an increase of salary for the 
clerks in some of the departments, and 
General Clarkson readily agreed to favor 
the increase asked for, being satisfied that 
it was not out of proportion jo salaries paid 
in other lines of business. 
As further evidence of the deep interest 
which General Clarkson takes in the im­ 
portance and welfare of the Pacific Coast, 
he stated that it was his intention to urge 
President Harrison to visit us the coming 
fall. 
The committee was more than pleased 
with the earnest and busines9-like manner 
in which General Clarkson considered the 
various matters presented to him.

A Street Pageant of Onusoal 


Size and Splendor, 


AND FIREWORKS AT NIGHT. 


Attorney-General Johnson's O ra tio n - 


Literary Exercises— Incidents. 


The Fourth of July has come and gone, 
w ith its ebullitious of patriotic fervor, its 
noise and splutter, its varied incidents and 
accidents. Its celebration reEllvcommenced 
in this city several days ago, if the promis­ 
cuous explosion o f bombs and firecrackers 
can be called a celebration. 
On the even­ 
ing of the 3d the city was virtually in 
the possession of the enem y. 
Chinese 
bombs were exploding on the streets, in 
the alleys, in doorways, and even inside 
the saloons and such other places as were 
open to the public. 
The night was made 
hideous by the noise engendered by the 
constant and wholesale explosions of these 
engines of torture. 
In most cases the "pa­ 
triots” who were the cause of this un­ 
tim ely and barbaric demonstration were 
h alf drunken m en and youths whose sole 
object seemed to be to frighten horses into 
running away, annoying or injuring De­ 
lated pedestrians, and preventing people 
from enjoying their night’s rest. 
In som e 
cases powerful bombs, capable of doing 
terrible destruction under som e circum ­ 
stances, were thrown into saloons and 
other places with utter disregard of the 
consequences. 
Thus was the night preced­ 
ing "the day we celebrate” made one of tor­ 
ture to sensible people by gangs ot roughs 
and small-brained youths, who probably 
know nothing of the historical even t/th at 
have made m emorable the 4th of July, 
and hence have no respect nor reverence 
therefor. 
To this class the day has no 
more significance 
than 
Christmas and 
other holidays, which, to a certain large 
elem ent of the population, are sim ply oc­ 
casions that are supposed to give license 
for drunkenness aud hoodium ism . 
One can readily understand why chil­ 
dren take delight in exploding sm all fire­ 
crackers and other light aud comparatively 
harmless pyrotechnics, but it is difficult to 
appreciate the spirit that causes men to 
stand on the sidewalks on crowded thor­ 
oughfares and explode powerful bombs 
capable of tearing off a person’s limbs, or 
banging away with guns and pistols, just 
to make all the noise possible. 
The bomb 
and pistol are instrum ents that should be 
elim inated from all public celebrations. 
Yesterday was one of the m ost delightful 
days of the season. 
A strong, fresh breeze 
came up from the ocean during the night, 
purifying and cooling the atmosphere. 
A 
pleasanter Fourth of July was never ex­ 
perienced, so dar as the weather was con­ 
cerned. 
A t sunrise a salute of thirteen 
guns was tired from 
the battery in Capitol 
Park, under the command ot Captain John 
Cook. 
It was repeated at 
noon, 
and 
again 
at 
sunset 
at 
the 
Plszs. 
The 
city 
presented 
the 
appearance 
of 
a 
wilderness of flags 
and 
bunting, 
flut­ 
tering and waving in the fresh morning j 
breeze, and Old Sol must have felt proud of 
the beautiful picture that met his gaze as 
he peeped over the sum m it of the Sierra 
Nevada yesterday morning. 
The people were astir early, aud by 9 
o'clock the streets were crowded with men, 
women and children in holiday garb seek­ 
ing advantageous places from which to 
view the „rand procession. 
The latter was 
announced to m ove at 10 o'clock a . m , and 
Marshal McMullen and his aids succeeded 
in getting the line under way within a tew 
m inutes of the appointed time. 
The pro­ 
cession formed on Tenth street, the right 
resting on M. 
It was led by a platoon of 
mounted police, headed by Chief Drew. 
Then cam eGraud Marshal McMullen and 
his Chief of Stall. W. B. Miller, and As­ 
sistant Marshals T. H . Berkey, Arthur 
W ilson, George 3. Fisher, C. H. Todd and 
G. Bauman.

handsom ely finished. 
It was m anned by 
boys and drawn by white goats. 
Follow ing the firemen came the M exi­ 
can Veterans and Pioneers in carriages, 
then a handsome float with the Goddess of 
Liberty, escorted by the Sons of Veterans. 
John Laflerty drove a large allegorical 
float carrying som e fifty school children, 
all neatly dressed in white. 
These were 
followed by vehicles containing the in­ 
mates of the Protestant Orphan A sylum . 
The Second Division had the honor of 
including the county and city officials, who 
occupied carnages.

J. 0 . Funston was 
Marshal' of this 
division, with J. H . Miller and John Judge 
as aids. 
The m usic was furnished bv the 
Drum Corps. 
The feature of this portion 
of the parade was the trades display. 
It 
was led by J. R. Hodson, the well-known 
photographer, in a light buggy drawn by a 
pair of stylish trotters. 
He’ had seven 
vehicles in the line, som e of which were 
veritable art galleries on wheels, bearing 
large portraits of prominent people. 
East­ 
ern visitors who looked on at this portion 
of the display remarked that it would have 
been a leamre anywhere. 
T he C. P. Nathan Company was repre­ 
sented by a large and attractive float. 


Ingram & Co., hardware mer­ 
chants, had three vehicles in line, all ele­ 
gantly decorated. 
The Top Notch Tonic Company had the 
highest float in the procession, representing 
Mt. Shasta.

The line of march was down M street to 
Second, thence to K, up K to Tenth, to J, 
down J to Front, and countermarch back 
to the Piaza.

Grand Marshal at the door, escorting those 
to take part in the exercises, and the small 
procession moved up the main aisle to the 
platform, on which were presently seated 
Mayor Comstock and Trustees M cLaughlin 
and Wolf; the President o f the Day, Hon. 
Eugene J. Gregory; the Orator, General 
George A. Johnson; Readers, H on. Elwood 
Bruner and Superintendent Albert Hart; 
Grand Marshal McMullen and Chief Aid 
W. B. Miller; Chaplains Rev. C. P. Massev 
and A. C. Herrick, and Charles Miller, "a 
veteran of the M exican War, bearing the 
stars and stripes of the V eterans’ Associa­ 
tion. 
TH E PRESIDENT’S ADDEESS. 
Grand Marshal M cM ullen 
called the 
assemblage to order at 12:10 o'clock and 
introduced the President o f the Day. Hon. 
Eugene J. Gregory, who spoke briefly, but 
to the point, and in well-chosen words 
stated the purpose of the gathering. 
He 
dwelt for a m om ent upon the love of 
country and the reasons we have to be joy­ 
ful for our heritage, aud he then proceeded 
to announce the programme. 


LITERARY AND MCSICAL FEATURES. 
Mesdames Addie Carter and Percy Ross, 
Messrs. R. T. Cohn and J. Scbaden then 
sang a new arrangem ent of "The Red, 
W hite and B lue,” with Mrs. Dr. Pinkham 
as accompanist. It was well rendered, with 
feeling and enthusiasm , and drew out pro­ 
longed applause. 
The continued firing of 
the artillery, which extended its “thirteen 
guns" apparently indefinitely, somewhat 
marred tüe singing and induced the Grand 
Marshal to go toa side window and call upon 
the enthusiastic artillerists o f Company B 
to "let go,” which they proceeded to do 
with two more rounds.

"The Flag of Our 
U nion.” the audience applauding warmly. 
H on. Elwood Bruner then read the Dec­ 
laration of Independence in a full, strong 
voice, with feeling, em phasis and great 
destinctness of enunciation. 
Miss Carrie Milizner, of San Francisco, 
soprano, then sang "The Star-Spangled 
Banner," supported in the chorus by the 
quanet aireadv referred to. 
As the chorus

am id the applause of the audience. 
Miss 
Milizner sang in fine voice and in exquisite 
taste. Her pure, silvery soprano was heard 
to excellent advantage, and the spirit aud 
feeling which she threw into the patriotic 
song found response in a storm of appro- 
bative applause. 
The support o f the quar­ 
tet was spirited and thoroughly good. 
City Superintendent o f Schools Albert 
Hart recited a poem, “ The American

Booth during his adm inistration.

TH E ORATION. 
Attorney-General George 
A. Johnson 
then delivered the oration of the day, re­ 
taining the undivided attention of the 
audience throughout. 
It was a new de 
parture and a pleasing one, inasmuch as 
the oration consisted of a profoundly in ­ 
teresting sketch of the life, character and 
patriotic services o f 
Thom as Jefferson, 
author of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. 
Mr. Johnson spoke as follows, his 
1 delivery being marked by clearness oí 
enunciation, fervor and strength: 
Mr. Premien!, L aditi and Gentlemen: I con 
gratúlate you, one and all, on the return of this 
lim e-honored anniversary. It is a day dear to 
patriotism the world over. It has been, and 
! ever w ill be, associated w ith our own civil, po- 
litieal and religious liberties, und, indeed, is 
j lifted out of the current of ordinary events, 
i taking its place in the calendar as a day dear to 
: the entire iruman fam ily—tyrants and their 
protoges alone excepted. It belongs to no sect, 
no creed 
Our own native sons am i daughters, 
the surviving “ Argonauta,” the best m aterial of 
the States and the various nationalities which 
have infused them selves into Am erican citi- 
¡ zenship, honor it. 
Labor has suspended its 
j ordinary toil, and th e wage-worker donates this 
day to liberty. Capital unites in the grand and 
imposing display. The very air is m ade elec- 
! trical with patriotic music. Oue hundred aud 
1 fourteen years ago there was m uch of this same 
\ enthusiasm , bet it was tem pered w ith the 
thought by 
our toretathers and forem others 
: ;for the women of the Revolution m ust not lie 
forgotten th at they would have to pass through 
the fiery lurnaee before they could compose and 
sing their iuspiring national anthem s. "H ail 
Colum bia" and the "Star-Spangled Banner" 
were yet to be evolved from th e soul ot m usic, 
but in tim e cam e "God Save Great W ashing­ 
ton.” while our French brethren sung “ The 
Ca ira" aud "T he M arseillaise" of France. 
Associated w ith the Declaration of American 
Independence w hich we have just heard read, 
is Thomas Jefferson, th e author of that im m or­ 
tal instrum ent, and we- deem this a fitting occa­ 
sion to refer to his lile and character. On his 
m other’s side he was descended from the R an­ 
dolphs. ar.d in this way he becomes connected 
w ith the Cavaliers of Virginia. 
When he was 
running at large, a loose-jointed, freckled-laced, 
sandy-haired boy, In the county of Albem arle, 
the most vivid im agination would have failed 
ro picture 
torth his subsequent Illustrious 
career—hardly less illustrious than th a t of the 
Father of his Country him self. 
There is scarcely any great m easure of his 
tim es upon which he has failed to leave his 
impress. 
He was an Indefatigable w orker w ith 
few idle m om ents, and laid all art and science 
under contribution to perfect his developm ent 
aud complete his m any-sided and distinct indi­ 
viduality. He was accurate in observation, 
ana laborious in Investigation, and from a wide 
generalization of facts built up hi* theories 
and principles w hich afterw ards becam e inter­ 
woven w itn the very life of the nation, Its suc­ 
cess, its statesm anship, Its character at home 
aud abroad, as well as w ith hum bler pursuits, 
industrial activity of all kind6, and a broad 
and libeial culture. 
Master of several languages, it is said th at at 
the age of thirty-tw o "he could calculate an 
eclipse survey au estate, tie an artery, plan an 
edifice, try a cause, break a horse, dance a 
m inuet, and play th e violin;” yet to alt this 
m ust be added th at he was the readiest and 
most forcible w riter in America, a philosopher, 
a reform er, a diplom atist, a political economist, 
ar.d a statesm an who kept the United Slates 
tree from em broilm ent w ith foreign uations, 
acquired Louisian* w ith the unobstructed n av ­ 
igation of ihe Mississippi to th e Golf, dratted 
th e Declaration of ladcj-eud nee, drafted sub­ 
stantially the ordinance lor the governm ent of 
the Northwestern 
T erritory and drew the 
deefl of its cession, wrote the 
first 
statute 
th at was ever w ritten for religious freedom, 


th e sta tu teo f \ irgim a, caused th e law s of pri- f his own crucible, and w ho then proceeded to 
.............................. 
......................... Jeffersonize it, until h e m ade his D eclaration 
the Magna Charta of Am erican liberties. 
W hen Charles Carroll, th e w ealthiest m an in 
the colonies, signed th e declaration some one 
said; "T here go a few m illions." Resum ing the 
pen, th e old M arylander added, “of Carrollton ” 
saying th at the British w ould then know w here 
to find him . John Hancock, w riting his nam e 
in th at noticeable chirography. w hicn is rem em ­ 
bered by every s.hoolboy. said, "Jo h n Bull can 
read th at w ithout spectacles ” 
The good fortuneof the «Conies followed them 
in the selection of a leader, who soon won the 
confidence ot the people, and after achieving 
th eir liberties, before returning to his estatesou 
the banks o f the Potom ac, m odestly handed 
back his commission to the President of the 
Congress at m napolis, who receiving it told 
him th at the glory of his virtues "w ocid con­ 
tinue to anim ate the rem otest ages.” * 
It was of such m aterial that the fram ers of this 
instrum ent were constituted, and Jefferson was 
the equal of any of th at illustrious body. 
After the Constitution of the UDited States had 
been adopted, being then absent as our M inister 
to France, he claim ed that a bill of rights should 
have been inserted in it. as a saieguatd «gainst 
any violation of the rights of the states aud the 
people. 
It was urged in reply th a t this was not neces­ 
sary. as the Federal G overnm ent is one sim ply 
of enum erative powers. 
But the contention of 
Jefferson 
subsequently 
prevailed, and 
ten 
am endm ents were added to tüe Constitution 
recognizing as the perm anent inheritance of 
the American people of the rights of freedom of 
religion, freedom of speech, ana freedom of the 
press:; the right to due process of law in favor of 
life, liberty or property: the right of a crim iual 
to be confronted w ith the witnesses against him 
and to the assistance of counsel: the right of 
private property against any public use unless 
w ith just com pensation, and the right of trial 
by jury according to the rules of the common 
law. 
O ther rights were also secured, and th at there 
m ight be no m isapprehension it was added th a t 
••the enum erat on in th e Constitution of certain 
rights shall not be construed to deny or dis­ 
parage others retained by the people." and that 
"th e powers not de.egattd to the United states 
by tbe Constitution, nor prohibited bv it to the 
Slates, are reserved to the States respectively or 
to the people." No one of the ten am endm ents 
was m restraint of state action, but all were ad ­ 
ditional safeguards against any invasion ot pop­ 
ular rights. 
r 
With all his pleasant realizations and pro­ 
phetic visions Jefi'ersou could not have foreseen 
the advance w hich this country has trad e and 
is destined to in ike. OriginallV when the w ar 
broke out we were a people of three m illions, 
now we have a population of about sixty-five 
m illions. In a century hence it is estim ated 
that our population w ill am ount to the enor­ 
m ous aggregate ol seven hundred m illions. Or­ 
iginally thirteen colonies we now have forty- 
three states, aud other territories are clam orous 
for adm isión. 
To day we celebrate this anniversary on w hat 
before Jefferson’s death was M exican soil. 
Our w estern frontiers are no longer the Louisi­ 
an a purchase, but our Pacific coast line includes 
■ M 
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m ogenature and entail to be repealed, founded 
a university, h ad at all tim es an unw avering 
faith in the capacity o f the people for self gov­ 
ernm ent, w as opposed to all centralization of 
power, and w hether as planter or President 
uniform ly set an exam ple of extrem e republi­ 
can sim plicity in m anners. 
He had m uch to do if h e d id m t initiate them , 
in inaugurating th e committee* ot correspon­ 
dence in th e colonies, w hich unified and solidi­ 
fied the revolutionaiy sentim ent. 
H aving none of the m ilitary qualities of 
W ashington or H am ilton, none of the oratory 
of the rollicking Patrick H enry, who has been 
called “the forest-bom Dem osthenes.” none of 
the debating quali ies ot Madison or H am ilton, 
yet he was m aster ot the pen, knew how to 
build up and m aintain a great State, was a 
fhrew d diplom atist, and in statesm anship was 
unsnrprssed by any Am erican of his time. 
As an exam ple of his republican sim plicity, 
it is said th at on the day of his inauguration he 
rode on horseback to the Capitol, tied the aui- 
m al to the picktt-fe.ice, and, in a plain garb, 
delivered his inaugural aud took the oaih of 
office in th e Senate cham ber; but to show the 
uncertainty of history, alter the lapse of so 
short a period as ninety years, MoMaster in his 
"H istory ot th e People o f the United states,” 
says th a t "surrounded by a crowd of citizens 
and a troop of m ilitia, heating drum s and bear­ 
ing flags, he am bled on slowly to the Capitol 
and m ounted the steps w ith the shouts of a 
m ultitude, and the ro aro l cannon ringing in 
his ears ” 
But his republican m anners would not have 
been m ore conspicuous in personally tying his 
horse to the picket-fence, th an when in Italy he 
filled his pocket? w ith au im proved species of 
rice w hich could not be expoit-d under the 
law sol th at country, and forwarded it from 
F rance to the Carolinas, where it was subse­ 
quently cultivated and has since become the 
best rice grown in America. 
And still another m ote forcible exam ple of 
his republican m anners m ay be given: W hen 
Merry, the British Minister, called on him for 
au audience, dressed in court costume and w ith 
elaborate cerem onial. Jefferson received him in 
his slippers, aud as Merry says, iu slovenly at­ 
tire. 
Possibly, however, th eir w atches m ay not 
have agreed, or Merry may have called before 
the hour of appointm ent. 
Amid th e engrossing duties of the Presiden­ 
tial oflice, he could find tim e to w rite to Bacon, 
his m an of all work, that the old garden pales 
at M onticello needed patching up. 
H is three great m asterpieces are the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence, the statute for religious 
freedom, and the founding of the University of 
V irginia, aud these three 
achievem ents" he 
caused to he engraven on his toqjbstoue; not 
th a t he was President of the United States, be­ 
cause there have been aud w ill be m any Presi- 
uents; not th a t he acquired Louisiana, because 
in th a t purchase he nad m any co-laborers; not 
th a t he protected the Am erican flag aud Am eri­ 
can seam en against the corsairs of the Barbarv 
states, for in this he was supplem ented hy 
others not th at he assisted in giving to the 
Union the Northw. stern Territory, w hich has 
since from an unbroken wilderness" been trans­ 
formed into populous and im perial states; but 
he m odestly claim ed w hat could not engender 
discussion, and w hich has never been denied 
him . that he was the author of that instrum ent 
which you have heard read to day, th at he first 
laid tbe foundation in tbe statutory law of this 
country of w hat the P uritans fled h ither to ob­ 
tain, freedom lo w orship God, and founded the 
University oi V irginia to educate people to an 
appreciation of tne liberties which they have 
achieved, believing th a t education and liberty 
m ust and should g■> hand tu hand. He had the 
sagacity to see th at th e 4th of July would be 
celebrated as the natal day of the republic 
throughout all the com ing ages, alike in m e­ 
tropolis and ham let, in country and iu town 
am id the waving of flags, the tiring of cannon, 
and the huzzas of m illions then unborn: that 
the principle of religious toleration so long 
fought lor would ultim ately be conceded as the 
undoubted birthrightoi every Am erican citizen, 
and th a t the University of V irginia would be­ 
come the nucleus ol a higher education and the 
alm a m ater, as it has since proven to be, of 
m any illustrious sous. 
All this w ill em it e Jefferson to be called "the 
sage of M onticello." Before ! havedone i shall 
refer to another sage, not of the Cavalier, but of 
the P uritan type— the sage ot Q uincy"—and 
that M assachusetts and Virginia, which strove 
tegether in the adoption ol the Declaration of 
Independence a h aif century later, on this an­ 
niversary, had to subm it to the loss by inevita­ 
ble death each of its great and distinctive type 
of Illustrious souship. Jefferson believed" in 
territorial aggrandizem ent, aud alter acquiring 
Louisiana was wistfully looking f aw ard to the 
acquisition of Florida and Cuba. The Govern­ 
m ent while he was President was an econom ical 
Governm ent, distinguished for looping oft’ all 
unnecessary offices aud expenditures, tor sup­ 
pression ot internal taxation, neutrality and 
freedom from all international tom plications, 
and paying off gradually the national debt. 
Still he believed in jealously w atching the 
m ovem ents of foreign nations on this continent, 
aud prefigured w hat was afterw ard know n as 
the Monroe Doctrine. The cost of the w ar was 
estim ated at 514*),000,000, but such has been the 
growth of population and the developm ent of 
this country th a t the w ar debt in 1865 for a pe­ 
riod of five years, instead of eight, as at the Rev­ 
olution, am ounted to nearly 82,8 i \ 000,000. jn 
187o the center ol population of this country was 
4s m iles east by norm of C incinnati, but now it 
is very m uch iu rth er west. 
When the question ot locating the seat of 
national G overnm ent was debated, a strong 
argum ent was advaueed in favor of W right's 
Ferry on the Susquehannah, as being the center 
of territory and population, and it appeared to 
be the strongest com peting point w ith the city 
of W ashington. To strengthen the contention 
iu favor of W right's Ferry, the epicurean argu­ 
m ent was used that the w aters of the Suvque- 
liauuah were well slocked w ith fish. Indeed, 
it is claim ed that a compromise was m ade, and 
the assum ption of th e debts of the States by tee 
national G overnm ent was bought for a capital 
on the Potomac. Who knows now or cares 
anything about W right’s Ferry, save its eupho 
nious appellation? 
It never entered the m inds of th a t generation 
to conceive tne proud destiny w hich aw aited 
this country under the fostering and benign 
care of Jefferson, and his principies, which 
becam e a part of the national life. 
Jefferson was oue of th e most pleasant and 
placable of m en, ol broad hum anitarian views, 
aud his great heart beat syncrouonsly w ith the 
heart ot hum anity. 
W hen in oflice he fre­ 
quently sighed ior bucolic pleasures, to be on 
his farm , am ong his books, w ith his children, 
w here he could pass the tim e ever so pleasantly 
w ith his double brood of the young Jeflersons, 
and the young Carrs, the children of his de­ 
ceased b ro th e r-m -law, Dabnev Carr, 
He was singularly free from rough points and 
self-assertion. No statesm an was ever freer 
ltom vindictiveness iu his personal or offi-ial 
relations. 
Like the great W ashington, whose 
m ilitary qualities and Fabiun policv carried our 
arm s to success, he believed at all tim es iu eo- 
iug w hat was right. 
People w oR dercd at his phenom enal success 
and lorgot the talism an w ith which he won >t. 
Yet w itn all this he was a m an of strongly-pro­ 
nounced views, and clung to them w iih un­ 
flinching pertinacity, his enem ies often calling 
him a radical and a leveler. 
W hat siecially 
predom inated in him was his unbounded faith 
iu the people, believing in local governm ent lor 
local concerns, and a national governm ent for 
only national purposes: and even am id tbe ex­ 
cesses of the French revolution, the Septem ber 
m assacres of 1792. and the subsequent decapita­ 
tion of Marie Antoinette, he never lost his alj;d- 
in< faith iu the people. He did not I!y oil at a 
tangent and rave like Burke, who when con­ 
tem plating the Jacobinical excesses, could oniv 
th in k of the m orning star w hich he had once 
seen rising at Versailles, of the beauteous being 
of whom he had so eloquently s a id : “ And 
never lighted on this orb, which she hardly 
seem ed to touch, a m ore delightful vision. 
Yet w ith all of Jefferson’s love for France, our 
aily iu the Revolution, lie talked plainly to th at 
people, tn a t if the course ol the sturdy Western 
pioneers was obstructed in their progress down 
the Mississippi to the Gnlt, he woula unite the 
Am erican with the English fleet and help to 
throw off the shackles which lettered Ameri­ 
can com m erce: ar.d when, finally, Louisiana 
was purchased, but tnere was a deiav in hand­ 
ing it over by the authorities, Jefferson declared 
th at 
he would take 
possession 
forthw ith 
w he her delivered or not. 
After his two Presidential term s he retired to 
Monticello. the founder of a party, a policy, and 
a creed, .iving long enough co see his two dear­ 
est persona! and politicai friends, Madison aud 
Monroe, succeed him , and realizing that w hat 
he had striven lor through m any loog years of 
clashing opinions and personal unrest w a s at 
length obtained, and had become the abiding 
faith of ihe great mass of the Am erican people 
The com m ittee on the D eclaration of lum- 
pendence consisted of Thom as Jefferson, John 
Adams, Benjam in F ranklin. P.oger Sherm an 
and Robert K. Livingston. 
I need not tell you 
th at the draft was a forcible presentation of the 
grievances of the Colonic1, and a savage and 
deserved arraignm ent o f George III. and his 
Ministers. 
It was som ething m ore than the destruction 
ot a single ship like the Gaspe in Narragauseli 
bay, an a even that led to an Act of Parliam ent, 
whereby any colonist destroyiug so m uch as a 
button of a m ariner's coat m ight be carried to 
England for trial and punishm ent w ith death. 
It was som ething more th an the throw ing by a 
few m en of the tea in Boston harbor, ana even 
th a t led the way to th e passage of the Boston 
port bill. 
It was the open act of all the colonies, signed 
by th eir representatives in Congress assembled, 
deliberately and In cold blood, and in the most 
solemn form, pledging to one another th eir 
lives, tb elr fortune* and their sacred honor in 
support of the instrum ent, against the greatest 
power at th at tim e in Christendom , w hich by 
the peace of 1763, under the genius of the 
m aster-m inded 'C hatham , from an island had 
becom e an em pire, and w hich afterw ards sung 
the requiem of the cot quered conqueror on the 
plains ol Waterloo. 
Amid such surroundings, and w ith such an 
inveterate foe to confront, the stern spirits ot 
the Puritans and the Cavaliers m et at Independ­ 
ence H.U1, aud were not dism ayed 
In drafting the Declaration of Independence 
Jefferson had few lights of the past to guide 
him . and had to depend upon his own intuitive 
perception of the eternal laws ot right. He had 
no doubt profited by the w ritings of John Mil­ 
ton aud John Locke, but the vitalization and 
elaboration was all his own. He drew copionslv 
from his own previous productions in regard to 
inherent power, and the sources and conditions 
of all just governm ent. After the battle of Lex­ 
ington. the M ecklenburg Convention in '.he 
town o f Charlotte, Korth Carolina, on the 31st 
dsy of May, 1775. adopted certain resolutions, 
and although these resolutions proceeded to 
annul royal commissions, and claim that "each 
province was invested w ith al! legislative and 
executive power, under the direction of the 
general Continental Congress." yet they uttered 
none ol these great fundam ental and practical 
(ruths which are em bodied in Jefferson's draft 
of the Declaration of Independence. The latter 
was the w oik of tbe far seeing statesm an, who , 
had put all past and contem porary truth in to ' 


th e Behring sea. Tbe East room ot the C ipitol 
is no !o-jg. r kept for drying cioihes as in John 
A aam s’ rime, and inste >d of having two feet of 
clayey m ud on the streets of W ashirgton, no 
belter streets can be found on ihe continent. 
The vast w ilderness 
which once extended 
between Baltim ore and W ashington has since 
disappeared 
Governor Morris wrote to oue of his fair cor­ 
respondent*: "W e w ant nothing more here, 
but houses, cellars, kitchens, well-informed 
ineu, am iable wom en, aud otUer little triflts of 
this kind, to m ake our city perfect.” 
What 
would the Governor say now, were he alive, to 
see the palatial residence?, the streets, the m on­ 
um ents, tbe pubi c buildings, and the official 
etiquette at W ashington ? 
It took Jetierson eight days to travel from 
Ricam ond to Philadelphia, and now it m ay be 
accom plished in a less num ber of hours, 
ih e 
people did not learn the fact for a long tim e 
ihat the two great beacon lights of liberty, Jeff­ 
erson aud Adams, had both expired on the 4th 
day of July, 18.6, but such an event now would 
be heraldea by the teU graph all over the coun­ 
try in an inappreciable space o f time. 
Upon the whole, Jefferson s lile was a phe­ 
nom enal success, and his eujoym tnt must have 
been keeu and pleasurable. 
True, be created 
or rather encountered m any bi ter antagonism s, 
and once he cam e very near being captured by 
the red coats of Tarleton. 
His enem ies reviled 
him for not being a m ilitary m an in habit and 
instincts, but he could have replied to them in 
th a t m em orable language ol Dem osthenes to 
-Eschines: "Not w ith t> cues nor w ith bricks 
did I fortify Athens, nor is this the m inistry 
on w hich 1 most pride myself. Would you view 
my fortifications aright, you will find arm s, and 
states, and posts and harbors, and galleys, and 
horses, and m en for tb eir defense. These are 
the bulw arks w ith w hich I protected Attica, as 
far as was possible w ith hum an wisdom ; w ith 
these I fortified our territory, not the circle of 
Piraeus or the elly.” 
Jefferson had also to sustain m any dom estic 
afflictions. But his reputation before his death 
was little less th an that ol W ashington himself. 
Let us go back to the 4th of July. 1826. The 
sem i-centennial of Arne ican Independence is 
being celebrated the country over, alike at 
Quincy and near Monticello. 
M assachusetts 
aud V irginia are hand in hand again as in the 
eloomy days of the Revolution. The w riter of 
the Declaration of Independence, on the day 
th a t the instrum ent w hich be drafted is read 
all over the country, is lying on his death bed 
at Monticello, possibly looking in the direction 
of th a t little hillock which he aud Dabney 
Carr had selected for th eir last repose, so th at 
in their deaths they would not be divided. 
He 
gently passes aw sy, com m em orated by the epi­ 
taph which he him self h ad anticedently w ritten. 
Adams has been a--ked for a sentim ent, and lie 
gives it—“Independence fo rev e r:” 
Amid the 
huzzas w ith w hich this sentim ent is greeted, 
and w ith the utterance of the m istaken words, 
Ihom as Jefferson still 
survives,” he who 
seconded the adoption of the D eclaration of 
Independence and was the “ Colossus o f th at 
debate,'' as Jetierson says, followed to the land 
oi silence in the footsteps of the illustrious 
author of the instrum ent. 
The lives of these two m en present the 
strongest poiuts oi coincidence and contrast. 
The one was a speaker, the other a w riter. The 
one was quick-tem pered, w ith a dash of bitter­ 
ness, the other was slow to anger and placable. 
Each becam e the founder of a great party, had 
co operated w here co-operation was necessary, 
had diverged on m inor issues on account of 
m ental tem peram ent and different surround­ 
ings- each had even had personal attritions 
w ith the other w hich it took years to heal, but 
both were patriots and the" best of patriots, 
living long enough to re establish an enduring 
friendship and thinking in th eir last m om ents 
only of one another. The death on th e same 
day of both the author and-the seconder of the 
Declaration of Independence has doubly sancti­ 
fied that day in th e m em ories of the Am erican 
people. 
I.et us ail say hail then to the return of this 
anniversary. 
The thronging m em ories con­ 
nected w ith this day will live on, and m illions 
yet to come will join in the glad acclaim . The 
fame of W ashington, of Jefferson, of Adams, of 
F raukliu, of H am ilton, of M adison and of 
Monroe, and their com peers, is secure, giving 
brightness and com pleteness to our historical 
galaxy, aud im parting additional dignity to 
hum an nature itself. 
Miss Milizner was again introduced by 
President Gregory, and she sang "V ive la 
America," giving the inspiriting song with 
vigor, and yet shaded with such delicacy 
as to make it at once stir the patriotic 
blood and satisfy the cultivated musical 
taste. 
The quartet, which was organized and 
managed by Mrs. Carter, sang a new four- 
part song. "Our Flag W ithout a Stain." It 
proved to be a stirring American com posi­ 
tion, and was rendered with expressiveness 
a id grace. 
Rev. A. C. Herrick then pronounced the 
benediction, and the President of the Day 
dismissed the audience. 
The exercises were no'able especially for 
the many vocal m usic numbers and the ab­ 
sence of a brass band, which was purpose­ 
ful, the idea being tosubstitute vocal music 
for the convem ional instrum ental. 
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bar performance by Messrs 
Mansfield and Arnold, assisted by Ben 
Bogner, the celebrated clown, w hocam e up 
from San Francisco especially for this per­ 
formance. 
The work of Mansfield "and 
Arnold was clean and neat, and without a 
m iss or slip. But Mr. Boguer undoubtedly 
carried off the honors. 
Besides being an 
unusually clever bar performer, he is w ith­ 
out doubt the funniest clow n ever seen in 
-sacramento. and the audience was kept in 
convulsions of laughter until he left the 
stage.

The Horribles “ went off with a bang at 
4:30 blunt,” the hour having been changed 
by the Fourth of July Committee so that 
the parade w ould not interfere with the 
athletic entertainm ent.

CURIOUS DEFINITIONS. 


In te re stin g G lance at th e D ictionaries of 
1626. 
* 
¡From Chamber's Journal.] 
Many of the definitions in the English 
dictionary of 1626 are amusing, and some 
of them ludicrously absurd. 
The “ pole” 
is descrilied as “ the end of the axletree 
whereon the heavens do move,” a very 
prim itive explanation. 
The “ Hebridean 
wave” seems rather a poetical substitute 
for the Irish S ea; and a “ badger” is a still 
more extraordinary equivalent for a corn 
m erchant—“ one that buys come or other 
victual in one place to sell it in another.” 
Still funnier are some of the natural his­ 
tory definitions. 
A “ baboon” is said to be 
“ a beast like an ape but farre b i g g e r a 
“ lynx” is a " spotted beast—it hath a most 
perfect sight, insomuch as it is said th at it 
can see thorow a wall.” The account of the 
“ salamander” reads like an 
elaborate 
joke— “ a small venomous beast with foure 
feet and a short ta ile : it lives in the fire, 
and at length, by his extrem e cold, puts 
out the tire.” 
Turning to more general topics, we hare 
the “ alphabet” defined as “ th e cross rowe 
of letters,” and “ an abecedarian” is “ one 
who teaches the cross rowe.” 
According 
to Cockeram, “ an idiote” is “ an unlearned 
asse;” a “ labourer” a “ swinker ;” and “ a 
heretick” is sketched ruore roundaboutly, 
w ith a clear assertion of the right of pri­ 
vate opinion, as “ he which m aketh choice 
of liimselfe what povnts of religion he will 
believe and what hee will not.” 
Then 
from classic times the “ Olympic games” 
are “ solemn games of activity,” and “ Am- 
p hitrite” is not, as usual, the goddess of 
the sea, but the “ sea’’ itself. 
“ Mathe- 
tnaticks” and “mathem aticians'' are hardly 
dealt with. 
The latter means “ a sooth­ 
sayer,” and the science, as defined, in­ 
cludes nearly all knowledge—“ the arts of 
arithm etic, music, geographic, geometrie, 
astronomy, astrology, cosmography,” re­ 
minding one of the trivium and quadrivi- 
um of the schoolmen of the Middle Ages. 
“ Actresse” has a very literal and interest­ 
ing signification—“ a woman doer," but at 
this decade of the seventeenth century 
there were no actresses in the modem 
sense of the term, the female parts lieing 
then taken by boys or young men. Women 
actors first appeared in 1660. 


T he City of C hurches. 
Brooklyn may well be called the Citv of 
Churches when, as was the case recently, it 
can marshal over 65,000 children in its 
annual Sunday-school parade. 
The cus­ 
tom was inaugurated sixty-one years ago. 
The children are paraded in divisions, ac­ 
cording to neighborhood.

array the army of Catholic Sunday-school 
children were not included, nor were the 
Protestant children in two other Brooklyn 
districts.

Brief M ention of the Lesser Events of 
Yesterday’s Celebration. 
One of the most novel and attractive 
features of the parade was the miniatnre 
hook and ladder truck, in the firemen’s 
section, drawn by a span of goats and 
manned by two little boys. It delighted 
the little folks immensely, and pleased 
everybody.

The Siars and Stripes were raised on the 
St. Joseph Academy yesterday under the 
shadow of the cross. 
Almost every Chinaman who was unfor­ 
tunate enough to appear on J or K streets 
yesterday was kept in perpetual torments 
by the small boys. The poor heathens saw 
redheads and bombs being thrown at them 
from all directions. 
Somebody occupying apartments on the 
north side of K street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, had the poor taste yesterday to dis­ 
play two small British flags. The parties 
are new arrivals from Eugland, it is said, 
and possibly they thought they were dis­ 
playing commendable zeal in celebrating 
the American national anniversary in that 
way. Later in the day American flags 
were placed above the others, probably at 
the suggestion of some person to the manor 
born. 
During the fireworks at Capitol Park last 
night, a small boy was injured in the face 
by the descending stick from a rocket. It 
struck him just below one of his eyes and 
inflicted a painful wound. 
The Art Gallery was open yesterday from 
1 o’clock p. m . till 4:30, and several hundred 
visitors to the city availed themselves of 
the opportunity to visit it. 
Quite a number of Indian bucks, squaws 
and papooses from Nevada were in town 
yesterday, taking in the parade and exer­ 
cises. 
Mrs. W. C. Manley, cf Walsh’s Station, 
while witnessing the fireworks, was struck 
on the head and back by descending sticks. 
The wound on the top of her head is quite 
a severe one. After being struck she fell 
to the ground and her husband and others 
thought she was dead. Medical aid was 
summoned and she was taken to the resi­ 
dence of her mother-in-law. The wouna 
was dressed and she was resting easy at 
a later hour.

A little girl was also injured at the Cap­ 
itol grounds while witnessing the fire­ 
works display. Her name could not be 
ascertained. 
There was a great throng of visitors in 
the city from neighboring towns an dlocal- 
ities. All the morning trains were well 
filled with people coming here to spend 
the Fourth. 
YESTERDAY’S FIRES. 
The D ay E nlivened hy a Series of Sm all 
Blazes. 
There were no less than four fires yester­ 
day and last evening, but fortunately none 
of them entailed serious loss, except the 
one that occurred about half-past 9 o’clock 
in the evenipg. The first was at 2:45 p. m., 
and was in the roof of a small cottage on 
Fourth and R streets. The loss did net 
exceed $10. 
The second fire occurred at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, a small stable in the alley 
between P and Q, Ninth and Tenth streets, 
being burned. The lose amounted to about 
$100. 
Fire number three occurred at half-past 
7 o'clock in the evening, and was in the 
Scroggs building at Tenth and K streets. 
The loss was merely nominal. 
In this case the bell in the Corporation 
House did not tap, and the Chief Engineer 
had to depend on the Water Works whistle 
for the number, which is not always re­ 
liable.

There is a row of small frame dwellings in 
that block, and it was feared at first that 
all would go, but the fire department con­ 
fined the flames to the building in which 
they broke out and the one adjoining. 
The former is owned by Smith <fc Withing- 
ton. and occupied as a saloon by a mail 
named Crowley. This and another small 
structure, occupied by a Mexican, were 
damaged to the extent’of about $500, fully 
covered by insurance. 
The fire department responded promptly 
to all the calls. During the parade in the 
forenoon Chief O'Meara kept an en­ 
gine in reserve, but fortunately there 
wete no alarms while the procession was

ROBBING OUR FORESTS. 
R eservation Plutes W ho Slaughter D eer 
for Their Hides. 
A gentleman who spends several weeks 
every summer in the Sierra Nevada range, 
informs the R ecord U nion that late in the 
season large bands of Piute Indians leave 
their reservation and cross the boundary- 
line into California, where they slaughter 
deer by the wholesale for their hides. 
He says the mountaineers assure him 
that they have seen a band of these sage­ 
brush pirates surround a thicket of timber 
and brush and then set fire to it. causing 
the deer to come out in droves, when they 
are shot down and skinned, their carcasses 
generally being left to rot on the ground. 
It is a well-known fact that a few white 
men employ these redskins to hunt the 
deer for their hides, payicc them gener­ 
ally in rifles and ammunition. It would 
be well, in view of this fact, if our Con­ 
gressmen would request the Interior De­ 
partment to see that the Indian Agents in 
Nevada keep their wards on the reset ra­ 
tions, or at least not permit them to cross 
the State line to slay game on the Califor­ 
nia side. As many as four hundred In­ 
dians have been known to cross the sum­ 
mit at one time, alter the suow liad fallen, 
and fairly slaughter the helpless deer in 
the snow drifts.
